Residential School, it is noted that pupil # 
641 was sick in hospital during the quarter. 
The Principal has neglected to indicate the 
dates of absence. Pupil # 656 was placed in 
Nanaimo Hospital during the quarter, however, 
the Principal has neglected to indicate the 
date. 


Pupil # 664 was discharged to 
attend Tsartlip School. The Principal has claimed 
25 days grant but has neglected to indicate the 
date the pupil left the school. 


For pupil # 666 the Principe! has 
claimed 92 days grant as indicated in the Remarks 
Column. This pupil was truant. If the pupil was 
truant for even one day the Principal should net 
have claimed grant for that day. 


It would be appreciated if you would 
advise the dates the above-mentioned children left 
the school or the period of their absences and 
instruct the Principal that on future Quarterly Returns 
this information must be indicated in the Remarks Column 
of the Return otherwise, it will be necessary to delay 
payment of the Per Capita Grant until this information 
is obtained.

A 
public school operates in a logging camp which is about 2 miles 
from the children's home, however, the parents do not wish the 
children to attend there, having a decided preference for a 
Catholic School.

If this phase of our 
educational yecerenne ean be made more effective, it will 
greatly benefit the Indians of the Province. Most residential 
sehools have a workshop or other space that can be used for 
vyooational training. f steps to improve the workshop faeil- 
ities should be taken at the Kuper Island Indian Residential 
School, please cooperate with Mr. Indian Agent Lomas with a 
view to making a recommendation to the Department. 


A thorough course in carpentry is the present aim. 
To this end, Mr. Commissioner Ditchburn has been authorized 
to supply benches and tools and there has been directed to you 
@ text on manual training, job sheets in woodworking and a 
blieation on how to work with tools and wood. Further, you 
ve been authorised to present to Mr. Indian Agent Lomas 
reasonable accounts for materials with which to work. 


The Department is desirous of having a qualified 
instructor for s work at all schools where this special 
training ie being undertaken. Some schools have on the staff 
an officer who is well qualified for the activity and who can 
be released from other duties for the manual training classes. 
I understand there are summer courses for instructors in 
manual training in Vancouver and Victoria. Other Indian 
schools are so situated that they can secure the services of 
instructors from municipal sehools. In this case, classes 
are held two or three times per week. The Department would 
like to know what arrangements you have made, or can make, 
for this important work. Do not hesitate to enlist the 
cooperation of Mr. Indian Agent Lomas, if the Department oan 
be of any assistance. 


At a later date, it is hoped to extend the vocat- 
i, l training to include, br engines and other machinery;

Let me remind you of a short interview 
we had with Dr. Scott, the Deputy Minister, in your 
office at Victoria on Wednesday, August 19th, regard- 
ing the question of providing necessary equipment for 
carrying on the third years work of ineatruction in the 
Motor Mechanics class at Coqualeetza Residential School. 


The equipment required by the instructor, 
and which should be in place within the next four weeks, 
is a Deisel or semi-Deisel engine; an automatic electric 
light motor system for a medium sized fishing launch; and 
a few tools. The Deisel engine we thought would cost 
petween $500.90 and $600.00. Mr. Edwards found one, & 
used engine, which would answer all purposes of instruc- 
tion, much cheaper.

Both Mr. Edwards and I have been to 
Vancouver and looked over @ number of engines, used 
and new. The new ones are out of the question at 
the present time. We could have obtained a used 
Deisel engine, 20 horsepower, for $500.00 but came 
across this semi-Deisel. The principles involved 
in the working of the Deisél and the semi-Deisel are 
exactly the same, and the price of the % horsepower 
semi-Deisel is such a saving that we are justified 
in recommending its purchase. 


The small electric light plant for a 
fishing boat is part of the Motor Mechanics third 
Year course and it is infinitely better to learn its 
operation in gas boats than to continue the use of 
unsafe coal oil lamps which many Indians use. 


While mot an expert, I have personally 
seen and examined the engine and the lighting plant 
recommended by Mr. Edwards and feel staisfied we could 
not do better. Thdy are good walue. 


The above, with what was supplied the 
Motor Mechanics Department last year furnishes sufficient 
equipment for instructional purposes in the first, second 
and third years course. 


At the interview to which I referred, I 
carried away the impression and was encouraged to be- 
lieve that, wnen needed, this material would be pro- 
vided by the Department from a fund you have for such 
purposes. 


it have no hesitation in recommending a 
grantof $425.00 be allowed for the material, tools and 
equipment as above outlined. 


Let me thank you for the interest you have 
taken in the past in this enterprise of teaching indian 
youths, who will most of them be fishermen owning their 
own motor boats for fishing, how to run their engines 
and make their own repairs. Such training is certain- 
ly essential to their happines and prosperity. To 
my mind the success of this branch of technical train- 
ing warrants further development.

Ce 
Owing to the impossibility of getting dn ovtsiaer for the manual training 
at the Kuper Island Indian Residential School, the Department has kindly 
provided for part salery of a special man on the staff, Bro. Wiseman , 
who is about 40 years of age,was trained as carpenter in an Industriel 
School in the East,and as such has spent over lo yeras in Kuper Island. 

In the course of the year about 30 pupils have been receiving 
manual training instructions, each pupil one half day a week. 

Besides this general course 6 pupils have been receiving special tt 
training in carpentry.-In the manual training shop the pupils have made 
usefull things for in and around the house , such as : ladders ,step-ledders, 
tables, benches ,desks etc.-Zhe carpenters have to their credit an addition 
to our gym 35/40. with a complete gymnastic outfit;some of the things had ys 
been previously supplied by the Department others are home-made. 

In the past year 5 tons of cement has been used for all kind of 
improvemen$s and 6 boys have been taught how to mix this properly. They 
also were taught how to make forms for general pbuilding purposes and for 
more artistic work. 

Re gas boats ,the bigger boys take turns ,at least twice a week, in } 
running a boat,for the regular trips we have to make to Chemainus. 

Finally 4 boys take turns in the bakery under the direction of a man 
in charge. 

The girls too are properly prepared for their future life,by competent 
sisters both in the kitchen & sewing room.-Pupils over 14 take regular turni 
in the kitchen where they are taught gen.cooking and baking bread ,cakes et 

In the laundry the bulk of the washing is done by machine; but pesiads 
this every wasm day there is always some hand washing and hand ironing. 

In the sewing room the girls do all the darning and mending.The 014 
more advanced girls learn machine sewing.They make all their own dresse 
and also the shirts of the boys.In fancy needle work and crochet they 
compete most favorably with the whites as has been proved by the many 


exhibition prices.

RACT FROM REPORT OF INSPECTOR G. H,. BARRY 
ON HIS INSPECTION OF THE KUPER ISLAND INDIAN 
RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 

(Date of Inspeetion Jan. 29 & 30/35) 


Vocational Training: 


There is little to add to previous reports on the 
Vocational Training given at Kuper Island. 


The girls make all their clothes with the exception 
of underwear. Of course all mending, darning, sewing, is 
taught with great care by the Sisters in charge. The Boys' 
shirts are made by the Gkrls and the Singer sewing machines 
are in constant use. There are only two good Singer machines 
and one Singer Tailor Ma supplied during the past few 
years which are of much use now. The other machines are 
quite worn out. In view of the very good work being done and 
the large quantity of clothes made up here, I would strongly 
recommend the supply of ONE NEW TAILOR SINGER MACHINE at the 
present time. have in mind letters received from the Department 
in the past with regard to the number of machines thought to be 
necessary in these schools, but am of the opinion that another 
heavy machine is badly needed here. 


The work in Manual Training is still under the 
charge of Brother E, Wiseman. I inspected the Manual Training 
Shop, though there were no boys working there at the time. 
The work done during the year appears to be much the same 4s 
has been reported on previously. The M.T. Class under guidance 
reshingled the roof of the Gymnasium Building. The Department 
supplied the shingles. The work looks as if it had been very 
well carried out. While inspecting the M.T. Shop, I noticed 
that the shavings had been swept under the benches which are 
against the walls. This is a very bad arrangement. It is 
very untidy, and 4 spark might cause a fire. I asked the 
Principal to see that the shavings after a day's work be swept 
up before the boys left and that these shavings be placed in 
a box or barrel kept for this purpose. They could then be 
taken to the Boiler Room and used to light fires, Etc., or 
just burned if not wanted. I would suggest that if the 
Department were writing to the Principal my suggestion be 
endorsed and instructions given that the M.T. Shop be kept clear 
of saw dust and shavings when the boys are not working there.

The Department is in receipt of Inspector 
Barry's report regarding his visit to the Kuper Island 
— Residenti School on January 29th and 30th,

The Inspector reports that, while in- 
specting the manual training shop, he noticed that the 
shavings had been swept under the benches, which are 
against the wall. 


The Department considers this a bad 
arrangement owing to the fact that a spark might cause 
a fire. I have, therefore, to request that, after each 
day's work, the onne be swept up before the boys 
leave the manual training room and these shavings should 
be placed in a box or barrel kept for the purpose.

Attached is a Aetter from Supefintendent Moore 
dated May 3rd and a requisition f the above mentioned 
school for two sewing machines, one planer with a 2 H.P, 
motor and one band saw. 


The Reverend Principal has indicated that the 
planer will make it possible to salvage a considerable 
amount of lumber from a building which is to be dismantled 
at the residential school. it is felt that although the 
cost of the planer and motor will be approximately $500.00, 
according to quotations received, this expenditure would 
be recovered through the use of salvaged material. ‘he 
supplying of power tools to this residential school is 
justified in that there is an opportunity for graduate 
pupils to make use of this type of equipment when they 
leave school. On the reserve adjoining the school property 
an Indian has established a boatbuilding business in which 
he makes use of power equipment of this type. 


it is recommended that the purchase of the above 
items be authorized, with the exception of the sewing 
machines with which the school appears to be adequately 
supplied. 


It is considered that this expenditure is a 
legitimate charge against the B.C, Special A!

Dear Sir: 


I have your letter of 22nd instant, (%-II-2) 
stating the Department are not prepared to make a grant towards the 
salary of Mr.John Carsen, whose sppointmentas Manual Training Instructor 
at this school was recommended by Insnector Davey. I presume this is due 
to the fact that Mr. Carsen could not produce a certificate for woodwork, 
and I ean well see that this is very much required. It is however the 
intemtion of Mr. Carsen to obtain this as soon as possible through a 
correspondence course if possible. He tells me he has had training in 
woodwork in an Institution for deaf and dumb in Vnacouver and later taught 
woodwork there. 


I beg to state that otherwise Mr. Carsen is most 
qualified in handling boys on the playground and elsewhere and is well 
liked by the boys. An all-around athlete and capable of coaching any line 
of sports, he would be the right man for this school, considering that 
his defect of hearing which does not handicap him to much extent with his 
hearing aid, makes that he is satisfied to isolate himself on an island, 
having no desire to associate with others outside, which makes it most 
convenient in a place like this. If he could better his position as a 
woodworker and obtain the certificate required,I feel some consideration 
should be extended him, for it is no easy matter to fimd a good play- 
ground supervisor who is also a good shop instructor and willing to live 
on an island. 


Therefore may I kindly ask if the Department will 
consider maintaining the Instructor we have had these past years, Brother 
Wiseman, an experienced carpentéry at the salary granted for the term ending 
June last, and this for the next three months, dtring which time Mr. Larsen 
will endeavor to obtain a certificate.

1. Port Simpson as a town has the largest Indian population in British Col 
umbia, numbering between 700 and 800. 

2, It is the acknowledged centre of the Queen Charlotte Island Indians 8.4, 
Skidegate and Massett and of the Naas River Indians, B.G. Kincolith , Greenville es 
aggregating in all about 2300 Indians. 

3. In these commusities there are scores of large boys and young men as 
in Port Simpson who need the advantages of just such trades as are taught in an In 
trial Institute and which are not now afforded them. 

4. The Indian Population are keenly alive to this need and feel the uri 
necessity of having this Institute established in their midst. This need thy ha 
felt for years past and have been constantly clamoring for such an Institute and 
earnestly asking for it now. 

5. The above mentioned Government Boarding Schools are well equipped, "°Re 
patronized and doing excellent work, but their efficiency would be immensely / 
ed and the needs of the situation would be very much more completely met were 
unified and expanded into an Industrial Institute. It would also be in harmon 
the fitness of things that the largest Indian Community of British Columbia ¢ 
ceive this recognition of its needs when so many smaller places have so long™ 
thus favored by the Indian Department. 

Trusting that this petition on behalf of the Indians as well as tl 
will peceive most earnest and favorable consideration both from you and the De

As I understand the situation in B.c.,it is 
mot the Department's intention to increase the number 
of industrial schools in that province at present 
If it is ever thought advisable to add to their num= 
ber, the Methodists would be fairly entitled to con» 
sideratiom,as out of a total population off 25,254, they 
have 3,130 adherents with one industrial school, 
while the Church of England with 4,017 have three 
industrial schools and the Roman Catholics five for 
11,555 members of their church,-me king nine industrial 
schools in all. In addition to the industrial schools 
there are eight boarding schools and thirty day 
schools in operation. The eight boarding schools arw

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With reference to the petitioms hereunder 
from residents of P@rt Simpsom and Chiefs and Coune 
cillors of the Port Simpson Band for the amalgamation 
of the Boys and Girls Boarding schools at that place 
into an industrial school,transmitted to the Depart- 
mont by Rev.Mr Grenfell,resident Methodist minister 
at that place,I beg to say that Rev.Mr Whitt ington 
Superintendent of Methodist Missions in B.C. submitted 
a similar proposition to the Department a few months 
ag@ personally and again by letter of the 18th March 
last,when he was informed that the Department re- 
gretted that it did not at present see its way cleak 
to meet his wishes in this directiom,and Mr Macpherson 
M.P. and Mr Sloan,M.P.who had written the Department a 
in behalf of Dr Whittingtonm"’s project,were similarly 
informd. 

Dr Whittington in support of his application 
claims that Port Simpson is the largest Indian centre 
in B.C.and the town has an Indian population of 703 
all of whom are Methodists,who hawe Indian adherents 
in kits Agenex the North-West Coast Agency to the 
number of 204%. He claims that there are scores of 
large boys and young menin this distriict(including 
Port Simpson) who need the advantages of just such 
trades as are taught in an industrial institute,and 


which are not now afforded then, He say@ that the 
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Indian population feel the urgent necessity of having 
this institution established in their méa&dst. 

I think he has reserved his principal 
reason for the last. It is that the largest Indian 
camunity in B.C.should receive recognition when so 
many smaller places have so long been thus favored 
by the Indian Department. 

With regard to the needs of Port Simpson 
which is the principal settlement in this Agency,I 
may say that there were 157 children of school age 
at this place. There are three schools mow in oper= 
ation at this point,-the Day school with an enrollment 
of 62 last quarter;the Girls Home with 45 and the 
Boys Home with 24 pupils.-making a total of 131 
children attending school,which is not a bad showing 
for Indians. I doubt if this showing can be equalled 
in many white settlements. 

The Women's Miss ionary Society of the 
Methodist Church established the Girls school (which 
is called the Crosby Home)nearly thirty years ago and 
put up expensive buildings costing the Society from 
$8000.00 to $10,000 with accommodat ion for about 50 
rewident pupils. This school was conducted solely 
at the cost of the Societyuntil the year 1892 when a 
grant for 20 pupils at $60 per capita was made by 
the Government. This number haw now been increased 
to 55 and the school is still conducted by the above 


named Society,which works independently of the Meth= 


edist Missionary Society,which is carrying on the Boys 


Home and the Day School, 


The Boys Home was est&blished in 1988 


under the auspices of the Methodist Church and it omly

received the Departmental grant of $60 per eap.for 
10 pupils on the lst July 1902,and last year this was 
increased to 20. 

A new day school building is under con- 
struction at Port Simpsom,which will accommodatte all 
the children in the towm and the Department has agreed 
to pay the cost of the materials used in its erection 
which will amount to about $1900.00. 

At present all the Indians in this Agency 
make their living by fishing and hunting,-chiefly 
fishing. They make good wages and are much better 
off than the usual run of Indians,and I fail bbe , 
what special benefit the establishment of an Industria 
would be to them,as their present occupation affords 
them ample means of subsistence,and any trades im 
struction they might receive in such a school would 
never enable them to compete with white mechanics. 

The whole object of the petitiom,as I see it,is to 
obtain more money. The per capita allowance to poard= 
ing schools in B.C.is only $60 per head,while the g 
grant to Industrial schools is $130.00 for each pupil 
Of course the increased grant would be a great re« 
lief to the Women"s Association and the Methodist 
Missionary Society,which are mow taxed to keep to 
keep the two inet itutioms in operation with only 
$60.00 a head. 


There are 9 Industrial schools in operation 


in B.C. and the Methodists have control of only ome, 


the Roman Catholics having & and the Ch. of England 
three. The census returns show that out of a popul- 
ation of 25,234 Indians,the Methodists bave 3,130 
adherents as against 11,555 Roman Catholics and 


4,017 Anglicans in the Province. The Presbyterians 
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have only 3@3,and the religious belief of the 3500

You remember this world is all 
a preat race. It is many years past since the Tsimp- 
sheans started to run a race against two countries,- the 
Japanese & Chinese. The Japanese are ahead of us,- 
here we are behind. We are thankful to the Government 
for sending us teachers to train our children. We 
greet every skilful worker. First Ministers were sent 
amongst us and also Schools, and we have always wished 
our children to have more education. We are standing 
still while the Japanese are distancing us in the race. 
We are asking for a long time for an Industrial School. 
I have travelled considerably, and have seen various 
countries and schools, and I would like to know why we 
haven't one here? I saw one at Tacoma which was ex-

Address of Matthew Johnston. 

I wish to speak to you about the School. When 
Mr. Ferrier was here last he said the Govermment was go- 
ing to build an Industrial School here,- a better one 
than the one at Chilliwack. I would like to ask Mr. 
Arnup what kind of a School the Government intends 
building here? 


When Mr. Ferrier came he wanted a block of 
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land for the School. The second time he came he wanted 
six acres. It was not our fault at that time that the 
School was not built,- Mr. Ferrier changed the amount of 
land he required. He told us that the building would 
be of brick, concrete and woodwork. 

We want a good school. We will give the six 
acres for a good school, as Mr. Ferrier has asked, and 
we would like to have the school right away.

With asuitable Iadustrial Scheel,eme that teach, 
studeats,oeccupations that are suitable fer his er her surroundings 
or lecality;will be,feor bettering of the country and will tura eut 
a citizen that will be able te meet the requirements of this 
competitive age. 


That Pert Simpsen,beimg the central Village in 
Nertherm B.C.,an@ serves as head-quarters for the surromnding Tribes 
weuld be the best place te build such a school. 


The peeple ef PortvSimpsem remember that when this 
subjeet ef a scheool,was placed before them,they rejected the idea 
at that time,witheut considering the injury they were inflicting 
en the cemmunmity,and further,the peeple that rejected the preposal 
eould hardly be called representatives ef the peeple as the majerity 
ef the peenle were away,at their epring fishing. 


They regret that these propesals were turned dewa 
at that time and im asking that the sehoel be reconsidered,they will 
met place any difficulty in the matter ef selecting a site. 


We further believe,that if a goed Imdustrial Seheol 
be built here.It will im the mear future help to ereate industry 
which will be a bemefit te the country and the nativjes. 


Anether reason,s day scheel is unsucecessful,is 
(this reason may safely cover all villages of the north) The 
eceupation ef the parents of all oer the largest majority of the 
matives,is such that they must leave their homes with their families 
at frem eight to tem months every year,making it impossiable fer the 
ehildren to attend school. 
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There is enly one soutien, thet is,te build a 
suitable Imdustrial Schoel such as will keep the students at school 
the whele year round. Thus leaving the parents,with-out excuse te 
educate their children.

The present boarding schools at 
Coqualeetza and Alert Bay are overflowing whilst no 
provision is made for this large agency. At present 
great expense is incurred by the Indian parents in paying 
transit of their children to and from these schools. 
It would be a source of great satisfaction to the Indians 
in this agency if there were a residential school for 
boys and girls near at hand and I am quite sure there 
would be no difficulty in filling it.

The day schools throughout the Agency have 
been satisfactorily carried on, but the attendance began 
to fall off as the people left the villages for their 
hunting and fishing camps. 


The Indians of the agency are keenly alive to 
the need of education for their children and regret the 
necessity of having to take them away from the schools 
when they leave the villages in search of employment 
and other means of livelihood. I have in previous 
reports stressed the need of a residential school for this 
Agency to remedy the present condition of affairs, and would 
also respectfully urge that a proper inspection of the 
day schools by an Inspector qualified for the work be made 
regularly. This would not only bring all the day schools 
in the Agency under a uniform system of teaching but would 
also be an encouragement and help to the teachers in 
isolated villages. Possibly an arr ement might be made 
with the Provincial Department of Baueati n in this regard.

(1) ‘THAT both Indian Residential Schools - one for The 
United Church and one for the Anglican Church - 
should be located on the mainland. 


(2) THAT each Church should recruit pupils only from its 
own constituency. 


(3) THAT, subject to the above, each Church should be 
free to agree with the Department upon the location 
and capacity of the school for itsown constituency. 

These recommendations represent the unani- 


mous findings of the Commission, and go forward to you with 
the approval of the Executive of our Board.

Dear Dr. Wilson;-~- RE PROPOSED NEW INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL IN THE NORTH. 


I had hoped to have written to you before this on the above matter, 
but have had an unusually busy trip South to Smiths and Rivers Inlets for the last two 
weeks and found no time for writing en route as I sometimes do. 


I talked the matter of a site for the above school with Dr. Darby and Mr. Gibson, 
and should have done so with Mr. Deans, but forgot it yesterday when in to see him. I 
shall take it up with him later. Dre Darby was strongly in favor of a site at Old 
Tom, near Bella Bella. Mr. Gibson was not so strongly favorable at first, but came 
round to that view later, I think. I was not at first mech impressed with the sug- 
gestion, but every day since it has appealed to me more strongly. Of course, there is 
the undoubted fact that the Presbytery, through the recommendation of the Port Simpson 
delegates, endorsed the request that the new school be located at that place. Then 
there was a request that the school go to Hazelton, but I do not think there was any 
great unanimity of heart on the question, seeing there was really no other proposition 
forthcoming. I shall try to set forth the pros and cons of the thing as I see them, 
and think I shall be ready to support my view at Presbytery when it meets. 


(1) Port Simpson: Possesses undoubted power as an historic centre: Has also a large 
native population in itself and nearby. Is close to the Queen Charlotte Island 
peoples, and has a good Hospital nearby, etc. But, on the other hand, as I under- 
stand it, there is no good farming land nearby, which is a fundamental requisite 
for such a school. Again, it has only a weekly boat service, and is off the main 
lines of boat travel. It is also at one end of the territory to be served, and 
close to territory served by the Anglican Church. Some mention is being made of 
the fact that the Tsimpsheans are old time enemies of the Haidas of the Q.C.Ids. 
and Pert Simpson would therefore not be looked upon as a favorable site by the 
latter people. I do not know whether there is much in this argument or not. I 
don't think such a spirit should be countenanced although it may have some practical 
bearing on the problem for the meantime. 


Hazelton: Has a fine site with all kinds of good land available for cultivation. 
i is the centre of a fair number of our United Church Indians, for example at 

shpiox and at Kitzegucla (Skeena Crossing). On the other hand there is ea large 
tentre of Anglican Indians right at Hazelton itself. We have a fine Hospital 
there, and the Anglicans have only a church and resident pastor, which we have also, 
of course. But, Hazelton would not appeal to the Indians of the Coast, I fear. 
It would mean a boat jourmey and then a train journey ell with a stopover in 
Prince Rupert. It would however, have the advantage of/bdeing too close to any 
site, or proposed site for an Anglican School as would Port Simpson, I feel, for 
seeing the Anglicans have a school now at Alert Bay, if they purpose a further 
school, it could only naturally be in the North. 


Bella Coola: Has all the advantages of being near a good sized village of native 
people. There is a good Hospital, partly in connection with our Church and there 
is good land available, although it would have to be cleared at a probable cost of 
at leas$ $500.00 per acres. 

Against this are the facts of a weekly boat service, and the situation being 
to one side, although central fran the point of view of north and south. I do not 


=o it would make any strong appeal to our native people, or to the Church at 
Orgee 
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(4) Bella Bella: I have come to the conclusion that this is the logical centre for 
SS a new school for the following reasons: 

1 - It is central, both for the East and West and North and South. 

2 - It has the best boat service of any place on the Coast, all S.S.Co's. have 
it on their list of ports of call. it has from three to four boats a week 
each way, during the summer months, and at least two and usually three boats 
each way in the winter. 

It has all the drawing power of historic associations that Port Simpson can 
have, and is without any of the old lingering tribal objections so far as I 
know. 

The site is far enough away from the present village to ensure privacy and 
the best environment for the pupils, and I understand the land is good for 
agricultural purposes, and is practically cleared and ready for occupation. 
In view of the fact that there is some liklihood of the Anglican Church 
asking for another school on the Coast, Bella Bella would be the logical 
place for our own Church. It has long been the stronghold of United Church 
work, made sacred through the work of men like Dr. Large and now our own 

Dr. George Darby. It is far enough away from Alert Bay to cayse no lessen- 
ing of the functions of that school, and it is central to our ow work, 
especially, to those parts that have been neglected so long, namely, Smith's 
and Rivers Inlets where the Indians constitute a problem for our Church at 
the present moment. I feel that Bella Bella would appeal very strongly 

to the Indians of these two localities. Kitamaat, Hartley Bay and Bella 
Coola are not far removed, and in the summer these peoples are always in 
the Bella Bella area during the cannery season. It is meh mre nearly 
in the centre of our Native wrk than any other point proposed as a site for 
a@ school, As I have said before, if there is liklihood of the Anglican 
Church asking for another school it could only go in the North, either at 
the Nass, Metlakahtla, or Port Simpson, and while there may be room for two 
schools there, yet it seems to me the United Church School at Bella Bella 
and the Anglican one in the North would be the more reasonable arrangement. 
Steamships of the C.N.S.S.Co. from the Queen Charlotte Ids. pass right by 
Bella Bella giving a direct connection with the villages on the Islands. 


I think this is about the best I can do on the problem and trust that in the ms- 
ings of a mititude of consellors there may arise wisdom for the guidance of our 
Church in this important matter.

Your commmication as regards the new Residential School received 
by last mail and at the earliest opportunity it was brought before a large gathering 
of our people. Indian Agent Fougner in the Chair:- The gathering was pleased to 
kmow that our Church recommended that a new Residential School be erected for the 
benefit of our Northern Indians. 


Our people unanimously urge that the proposed new school be erect- 
ed at Bella Coola where there is an area of over 3000 acres of arable land, md support 
this contention with the following reasons: 


(1) We ourselves have at present over 100 children in the village; 65 of these being 
of school age. 


Our day school is full up; besides those of our children at Alert Bay and at 
Sardis. 


The parents find that our school at Sardis is too far away; and the fares too 
expensive; while the one at Alert Bay is not under the charge of our Church. 


Bella Coola is in a central position from Rivers Inlet people, Bella Bella, 
Klemtu, Kitilope and Kitaamat, - and also the stick Indians back of us who have 
no school facilities wish their children sent here. 


Bella Coola is quite a centre for United Church work. We have two Churches, 
a fully equipped hospital and day school manned by our Church. 


We have a regular weekly mail service; beside other connection, with local points. 


Bella Coola can offer what no other Indian Reserve can tender - 50 acres of 
agricultural land, and more if necessary on which to erect our new Residential 
School. 


I cannot recall the Presbytery where a resolution was passed 
asking that a school be erected at Port Simpson, though at a meeting of the Workers 
amongst the Indians held some years ago, before Union, did recommend a school at Port 
Simpson, but since that time conditions have changed entirely. A school at Port 
Simpson will not help us at all - 275 miles away in a severe climate. 


As soon as the site is decided on in Bella Coola, our people will 
at once begin to clear the land. A portion of the land is covered with a good 
growth of wood, making excellent fire-wood. 


I trust the Church may see its way clear to erect the school in 
our midst where it is greatly needed.

Dear Dr. Wilson;- 


Your letter of November 4th came to hand November 28th 
regular mail. In reply to your queries - you will remember in my former 
reply re centre for proposed Central School or Schools for Indian children 
I said I was not so well acquainted with the geography of the district as 
to be able to name a location not only central but socially furnished for 
the highest upbringing and welfare for the present and future of our 
Indian people and children. 


Now, if there was a Vancouver or Victoria north of queen 
Charlotte Islands, I wuld advocate placing the school there. We have 
not such cities: I would then place the school at Prince Rupert. 


My brief experience with the Indians is - bring them out 
in ntact with our white population, and the best of them, if you are 
ever to benefit them and lift them out of the deadening past. They 
meet now with white men,as they go out to work in cameries or engage in 
fishing, to their great detriment. White men, I have heard myself, 
that would poison the good in Saints. 4nd the Indians think this is 
the White Man and his Christianity. My policy is, then, - bring the 
Indian (or any other backward people) into the open, into open welcome 
contact with the very best, purest and noblest in the Human Sphere. 
Otherwise "we are hiding our Light under a bushel." 


"If you were God and God were you

Show our Indians (children) you are men and mst see and 
learn and do the man's part. 


If this thought helps the location - Amen!

 ] We, the native residents of Port Simpson, B.C., represented by our Chiefs and 
Councillors, lay before you our humble request that you and the United Church of 
Canada will use your influence on behalf of the Tsimshian people in establishing a 
residential school at Port Simpson. 


In requesting this we will endeavour to show you some of the difficulties that 
we are laboring under at the present time, making it impossible to give even an ele- 
mentary education to our children, owing to the fact we mst at different seasons of 
the year leave our homes and taking with us our children to our various fields of our 
activities at which points there are no way of educating them. 


In asking that you use your influence for us with the proper authorities to estab- 
lish a residential school in our village, we would point out to you the central loca- 
tion of Port Simpson, which is the central point of a group of Tsimshian, Nishga, 
Gitksan, and Haida villages serving over a large population, over three thousand people 
and in the village of Port Simpson alone there is over a hundred children of school age 
who cannot get a proper education owing to the present mode of living of the natives 
here, this would be overcome with the establishing of a residential school here at 
Port Simpson. All of these villages are located within a radius of twenty four hours 
fran Port Simpson at the farthest points, making communication between parent and 
school easier and not costly. 


At present some of our children are being taken care of at Sardis, but the dis- 
tance fram home which in some cases is over six hundred miles, making it almost imposs- 
ible and costly to the parents in sending their children to amd fro and very often the 
children are not able to aclimatize themselves to the new surroundings, which tends to 
discourage us in sending them such a distance from home, thus placing a hardship on the 
children over which we at present have no control, owing to our present mode of making 
our living. 


We also wish to point out to you that educating the children right in their owm 
district amidst his own environment and in suitable industries for their own future 
welfare in the district they will be a credit to themselves and the people they represent. 


We wish also to mention that in the past when matters of school came in our midst 
there was always some little dissensions in ‘the matter of lands md locations. We can 
assure you at this time the people are all one in their request and will co-operate 
with you and the authorities in supporting any reasonable request for lands and locastion. 


We wish also to point out to you our location is right on the paths of the regular 
steamers and also the splendid Church and Hospital right here in our midst. 


We earnestly ask that you give our humble requests your very careful consideration 
and we trust we will have your support in them

Rupert Presbytery only, there are two or three places. - 


lst - Bella Coola, very good land, mild climate, rather 
heavy timber on the promised site, The trouble 
with Bella Coola, it is at one end of the dis- 
trict, and is not over well served with steamboat 
service. 


Port Simpson is maybe central, but what about the 
land? 


The Forks of the Skeena, or Hazelton, was in the 
old days thought to be the very best site of all. 


It would pay to look over the above places before deciding. 
At Bella Bella old tow there is a very good place indeed, 
right on the steamboat route, good soil, fair supply of 
water. I think this could be bought at a very fair price 
from the B. C. Packers,who own it. 


I think the whole question should be left 
till Conference,

Dear Dr, Wilson;- 


Your letter of the 4th inst. received, and con- 
tents carefully noted. 


After consultation with Dr, Large and others of our staff 
and white group here I beg to submit the following reply, in 
which there is general concurrence. 


We believe the school ought to be placed on the coast, and 
not inland. The Residential Schools that are placed inland 
naturally give considerable time and attention to farming, which 
is useful to natives of the interior, but is almost wholly wasted 
on our northern coast Indians. This is a serious consideration 
with us, and ought to carry weight in any deliberations of the 
board as to the location of the school, This northern coast 
region, which contains so large an Indian polulation, is in no 
sense a farming country. And the young Indians of these tribes 
ought to receive their education and training alone lines that 
they can utilize after their school days are ended. 


Our people require an academic education that will create 
in them an intelligent interest in literature and art and science 
and history and citizenship and public affairs and the gemeral 
cultural aspects of civilization. 


The young men require an elementary business education that 
will enable them to compete on a somewhat equal footing with 
white men. 


And on the Industrial side they would profit by carpentering, 
boat-building, gas oil and electrical engineering, and general 
machine shop practice, 


Another industry that we believe might wisely be undertaken, 
in at least an experimental way, and might in time grow into a 
major source of income for our people, is fur farming. The trap- 
ping industry, at one time so lucrative on the nothern coast, is 
decreasing year by year, Where a trapper brought in 100 skins 20 
years ago, he now brings in ten. But fur farming, under proyer 
direction, ought to be rewarding; and it might in time be a source 
of income for our Indians comparable to reindeer raising in Alaska; 
which has made the natives there so eminently prosperous, This 
latter is only a suggestion, but certainly worth looking into. 


Now as to the location of a Residential School on the north- 
ern coast, - we believe that Port Simpson is the logical place; 
and for the following reasons: 
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The central and accessable location of Port Simpson. We are situ- 
ated between the two northern rivers, the Skeena and the Naas, with 
their Indian villages. And we are within 3} hours' run by gas boat 
of Prince Rupert. 


Port Simpson is mich the largest Indian village on the coast. There 
are about 600 Indians resident in Port Simpson. There are also 
about 20 families belonging to this village living in Prince Rupert. 


Our fine new Government Dock, built during the past two years,affords 
convenient accommodation for the landing of boats at all times of 
the year, and for the handling of freight. 


There is plenty of land available at Port Simpson for school pur- 
poses, either (a) by extending the mission holdings on the Indian 
Reserve, or (b) by purchase from the Hudson's Bay Co. The 
Hudson's Bay property of almost 107 acres immediately adjoins the 
Mission property and the Indian Reserve. A considerable area is 
levelled and sown to grass. And it has a wide harbour frontage. The 
whole property could, I understand, be purchased quite reasonably at 
the present time; and there are certain store buildings, now in use, 
that could be purchased and used for shop purposes if desired. 


There is already at Port Simpson a fine commodious Church; which has 
been newly painted this year. And there is a hospital of 35 beds, 
with Dr. and nursing steff. Also the Crosby Girls’ Home, a sub- 
stantial modern building, built by the Women's Missionary Society a 
few years ago as a temporary measure until the Residential School, 
which was at that time promised, would be built. This latter build- 
ing could be used as a teacher's residence, or such other purpose as 
desired, in connection with the School, 


The native people of Port Simpson have for many years looked forward 
to the establishment of a Residential School at their village; and 
are themselves eagerly asking for it. 


We believe, therefore, that the Mission Board will be acting 
in the best interests of the United Church Indian constituency on the 


northern coast by deciding to build the new Residential School at Port 
Simpson.

On the same date(2lst of June), I also visited 
Coqualeetza Residential school, but the principal, Mr.Raley, 
was away, and about 40 of the childr en had already left for 
their homes. As most of the other children were busy getting 
ready to go away, I did not hear or see any of the children 
at work, I understand, however, that 40 odd children will 
have to remain under Mr. Raley's care throughout the 
holidays, as their parents have not the money to pay for 
their fares back over the long distance to Queen Charlotte 
Islands. This is another point that bears out my contention 
that this school, of Protestant denomination, should really 
be up north, somewhere in the vicinity of Prince Rupert, 
as suggested. Owing to the outward movement of the 
children, naturally the school was in a somewhat untidy 
condition, but under the circumstances this was to be 
expected. However, the essentials were in order, including 
fire fighting apparatus, fire escapes, etc. and the kitchens

In a report regarding his inspection of the Port 
Simpson Indian Residential School on May 29th, 1933, Inspector 
Barry writes, in part, as follows:- 


Wi 5 t- The source of the water supply is mokeg. 
ou, sufficient for domestic purposes, there would 
not be enough pressure to fight any sort of fire. 


"Hhre-FA, Jutdng + There are four large 'Soda Type' extin- 

Guishers. These are tested from time to time. There 
are about six small Pyrene extinguishers. With refer- 
ence to my report of last year under this heading, I am 
glad to be able to report that regular fire drills have 
been held this last year. 

When Colonel Pragnell was with me during the 
inspection of this school last year, we came to the con- 
clusion that a fire escape was necessary for the use of the 
children in the néw dorm tory. I beg to recommend again that 
Such a fire escape be erected on the 6nd of the new addition. 
I have gone into this matter again during the present in- 
Spection and am satisfied that this is the best place for such 
an escape. It will be the least expensive place to erect such 
an escape, which should be constructed from the dormitory 
window right to the ground. As the hill rises behind this 
dormitory, a fairly short escape is all that will be required. 
I would suggest that the Department take this matter up with 
the United Church authorities, as was done in the case of the 
Kitamaat Indian Residential School. 

The only possible thing to do in a school of 
this type in case of fire would be to get the children out as 
soon as possible. Any serious fighting of fire is out of the 
question owing to lack of any pressure in the pipe lines. 


“ehh ting: The present Electric Lighting plant, a 850 Watt 32 

oLt Delco, is ten years old. It is far too small for the 
school. New batteries are required; but as I recommended last 
year this machine should be sold to the Indians for what it 
might fetch, and a proper sized plant substituted. This re- 

i commendation was contained in a special letter to the Depart- 
ment last year; but I understand that my suggestion has not 
been accepted. I would now Suggest that the contents of this 
report as far as it is of vital importance to the United Church 
Board of Home Missions be communicated to them, with a view of 
having the more urgent work at this school attended to in the 
near future." 


I should appreciate if you would bring our Inspector's 
report to the attention of the officers of the Women's Missionary 
Society.

I would ask that the following be read in 
reference to and continuation of my report on Page 2 
forwarded from Victoria on October 18, 1935. 


The four large type Soda Fire Extinguishers have 
been refilled since my last inspection. There are also some 
half dozen Pyrene Extinguishers at this school. 


I am told that Fire Drills are held regularly now, 
but this is very difficult to believe. The Fire Drills held 
are obviously not of the type we understand as such. My 
reason for saying this is that I have now at last discovered 
why the Principal did not want a fire drill held on September 
19, 1935, and why it has been impossible to hold these 
drills regularly as the Indian Affairs Branch has instructed. 
THERE ARE FINE WIRE MESH SCREENS NAILED OUTSIDE THE WINDOWS 
LEADING FROM THE DORMITORIES TO THE ESCAPESs 


The Princigal tells me that to hold a Drill down the 
escapes FROM THE DORMITORIES the screens have to be taken off 
by a skilled man or the window frames suffer.

. During my inspection of the school, particular 
attention was paid to the window exits leading to the fire 
escapes in each of the dormitories. Window screens have 

been made to open outward on hinges which oan be easily 
manipulated by the pupils. Two senior girls sleep in each of 
the dormitories their duties being to take charge of the 
smaller children in the event of a fire. Fortunately as 

the school stands on sloping ground, the distance from the 
fire exit windows to the ground in one of the dormitories at 
the rear is only a matter of a few feet and the children can 
easily be lifted to the ground without the use of the fire 
escape, if necessary. 


I found the several departments of the 
school in excellent order. In the classroom, pupils under 
Miss Lincoln, teacher, have made good progress.

I find 1t somewhat difficult to 
understand why this d4nformation was not sent forward to 
us at that time. 


In view of the lateness of the season and 

our desire to have this work undertaken and accomplished 
at the earliest possible date, we are sending this letter 
forward by air mail. You should have Indian Agent Gillett 
make the best possible local arrangements for the purchase 
of the supplies necessary for this repair work. We are 
sending him a cheque for #200.00, the amount he estimates 
will be necessary for Indian labour.

Attached is a report on the Crosby Girls' 
Home. I have visited this school at least once a 
month since it has opened in September and several 
special visits were necessary. The children have 
been disobedient and defiant. The teachers have not 
been working harmoniously together which has been the 
ehief cause of disobedience on the part of the school 
children. Miss Rogers is classed as Secretary-Treasurer 
of the school, Miss Fulton more or less is in charge of 
the children outside of the classroom and Miss Gormley 
is the classroom teacher. Miss Rogers would not assume 
the position of matron or principal instead it was 
divided between herself and Miss Fulton, who is young 
and inexperienced. Miss Gormley is a missionary teacher 
who has served many years over in China. 


We have done our best to try and keep the school 
functioning under the present setup as the Women's Mission- 
ary Society could not seoure a better staff. Recently I 
asked Mrs. Campbell, Representative of the Women's Mission- 
ary Society for B. &., to visit the school. This she did 
and she has given us assurance that the whole staff will 
be changed in September.

As you know, the hospital at Port Simpson 
has just about reached the limit of its usefulness. 
I went through the building very earefully on my 
recent visit there and it would not seem to me to 
be good business to put the necessary money into 
this old building to effect the renairs and 
renovation rey .ired. 


I oarefully inspected the Crosbie Girls’ 
School and if there should be any disposition on 
behalf of the Women's Missionary Society to discontinue 
the operation of this building as @ school, I would 
be pleased to discuss its purchase. It would make an 
excellent hospital providing all the ward accommodation 
were necessary with adequate provision for staff 
qiarters. 


The Miller Say “ospital will amply provide 
for all long term cases including tuberculosis frou 
Port Simpson. I feel, however, that we should keep 
a resident doctor at this point and accomaodation 
sufficient to care for maternity cases and emergencis. 
fhe doctor would be resnonsible for frequent visits to 
Naas and the supervision of nursing stations there. 


I would be pleased to receive an early reply 
as to whether or not there is any possibility of 
acquiring this school on behalf of the 4ndian Health 
Services.

Hudson's Bay Post there, and he mentioned that Mr. Gosling, head of the 
Technical Division of the Hudson's Bay Company, is expected to be in Port 
Simpson within the next month or two. He will be accompanied by an architect. 
Mr. Cuthill suggested that the services of these two men might be of value to 
us in coming to some decision regarding the conversion of the present old 
Hospital building or the Crosby Home into a suitable hospital unit for future 
needs there. Ye 


The Hudson's Bay Company intend to build a new store at Port ‘le 
Simpson, and they will have a construction gang in there later thisnwinter. 
It is possible that we can make use of this comfruction gang to a limited 
degree in connection with any changes that may be necessary. In any case 
Mr. Cuthill indicated that they would cooperate in any way possible to assist 
us there.

An extensive examination of the Crosby Girls Home was recenty 
made by the Agent accompanied by the Executive Secretary, Women's 
Missionary Society, Mrs, Isobel M, Loveys, of Toronto, The 
plumbing and sanitary condition in the School were in a frightful 
state, and after an extensive conference, and a further inspection 
by a competent plumber from Prince Rupert, Mrs, Loveys authorized 
repairs and alterations from Women's Missionary Society funds to 
a total of $1500,00, as per the attached list. <A complete new 
staff has been engaged at this School, and from present indications 
there is hope for a much improved standard throughout the School, 

The lighting plant is in very bad condition indeed, and is 
totally inadequate to meet the needs of the School, It was leaking 
raw gas whilst I was there, and I consider its present condition 
a grave fire risk to the School, It took at least 20 minutes to 
get it started, and it has a very bad knock, indicative of either 
a worn crank-shaft bearing or main bearings gone, The plant is 
a Briggs-Stratton, 750 watt plant, 32 volt and was put in by the 
Women's Missionary Society many years ago, 


An examination of the load potential was made, and it is 
recommended that a 110 volt AC plant of 2000 watt be installed to 
take care of an estimated load requirement of 1400 watts, Wnder 
present conditions the lights are kept to a minimum, but even then 
they go so dim as to be of little use in the school, The dulness 
and dinginess of the present light is such as to have an unhealthy 
effect on the children's minds, 


Mrs, Loveys asks that in view of her action in sanctioning 


the sum of $1500.00 for plumbing, baths, more toilets and overhaul 
of the furnace, that the Department meet the cost of the proposed 
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new plant. 


Bid on an Onan plant is attached, It is considered that 
the 2 K.W,. plant at a cost f.o.b, Vancouver of $596.55 would 
provide a most suitable plant for this School. 


Te Hudson Bay Co. at Port Simpson have a competent 
electrical man who would instal this plant, and check all present 
wring for $100.00, The present plant is battery operated (16 

/2 volt storage cells),.Tnese are 10 years old and are absolutely 
dead and beyond further use. 


The new plant suggested can pe started manually but is 
equipped with @ remote contro + switch, which 
can be installed in the Matron's room. plant also permits 
4 - 12 volt (10 watt) night lights, to be operated from the 
atarting batteries. The Hudson Bay Co. would instal these in 
their one charge of $100,00, 


It is considered that the installation of this plant is an 
urgent requirement and the plant is recommended for immediate 
purenase.

With reference to your letter of October 8th in 
connection with the proposed replacement of the lighting plant 
at the Crosby Girls Home, a review of our file indicates that 
representations were made by the Principal on October 22nd, 
1939 for repair of their lighting plant which was stated to be 
a 850 watt 30 volt Delco plant. Following this, under date 
of January 3rd, 1940, Mr. Gillett wrote recommending the 
purchase of a Model 800 Fairbanks-Morse plant and under dte 
of January llth, 1940, the proposed purchase was referred to 
the Department and recommended for approval. Nothing further 
was heard in the matter. Your letter above mentioned indicates 
that the present plant is a 750 watt, 32 volt Briggs-Stratton 
regarding which we have nothing on file although it is thought 
that this may have been supplied in lieu of the Fairbanks-Morse 
plant recommended by Mr. Gillett in 1940. 


You might look into the mtter further and advise me when 
the poeasst plant was secured and what disposition was mde of 
the Delco plant above referred to, and in addition secure an 
estimate of repairing the present plant as I am doubtful if the 
Department could secure funds for its re@lacement.

Reference your 215-8-5451 of October 15th deal- 
ing with the proposed replacement of a lighting plant at the 
Crosby Girls Home, Port Simpson, it is advised that in 1945 
the Department paid 50% of the repairs required to overhaul 
this Model 800 Briggs & Stratton lighting plant. The School 
paid the balance and the work was done by Boultbey Limited, 
B. C. Agents for Briggs & Stratton engines. 


It is possible that in 1940 Fairbanks-Moree en- 
gines were unavailable and that a Briggs & Stratton was pur- 
chased at that time, The present plant is giving increasing 
trouble and in a report received yesterday it had temporarily 
expired. 


Repairs were being effected locally in an effort 
to keep the plant running during the present winter. The 
batteries are definitely gone and beyond any possibility of 
replacement, I am going to Port Simpson, Alice Arm and 
Stewart this week-end and will make a further check on this 
plant and submit another report.

I refer to the request from Mr. Indian Agent Anfield, 
in his letter dated October 5th, that the Department make a 
grant of $1220.00 for re-wiring the above mentioned school. 
As I have reported on previous occasions I do not believe that 
this building is suitable for school purposes, and have advised 
that the school be closed. I cannot support Mr. Anfield's 
request that the Department be involved in considerable expendi- 
ture for a school which is unlikely to operate with any degree 
of efficiency. 


I also wish to point out that the lighting plant at this 
school is in very poor condition and should any encouragement 
be given in this matter, it is probable that there will be 
further demands upon the Department. The operation of this 
school has been unsatisfactory for a number of yearg, and it 
is my considered opinion that there will not be any great improve- 
ment as long as this old building with its inadequate plumbing, 
playground facilities and lack of space is used.

On September 24th the Women's Missionary Society 
of the United Church, which body operates the above-noted 
School, wired me that funds to the extent of $1,000.00 were 
available for repairs to this building. They requested that 
I supervise these repairs, which have now been completed and 
which make the building tight from rain and much more habit- 
able than heretofore, 


I would refer to my letter of August lst, 1947, 
following up my letter of June 14+, 1947, and your reply of 
August 19th, also to your subsequent telegram of August 29th, 
1947. Rightly or wrongly, I inferred from this correspondence 
that the Department was not opposing the re-opening of the 
School for the current academic year, and on the strength 
of this information proceeded to arrange for repairs and the 
admission of pupils. At the time of writing there are eight 
children in residence and more have been called in. Pract- 
ically all these children are orphaned in part or children from 
anti-social surroundings and their care in an institution is 
imperative. 


The School is in charge of Miss Moats and from my 
observations I would say she is competent to manage the School. 
Her co-workers are elderly but seem anxious to do their best. 
There are three workers only at the time of writing. The 
question of classroom work comes into the picture. At present 
the day school with some adjustment of grades can handle these 
children. If the pressure gets too heavy, it is recommended 
that Miss Moats be asked to teach them on 4 half day basis 
at the Crosby Home. 


In view of all the facts, it is recommended that the 
School be re-opened as from October 1st; that pupilage be 
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> 2 continued. 


limited to girls of 12 and under; -that a maximum of 20 be 
enrolled and that as long as there is available room these 
children attend Day School in the village.

A review of our files indicates that the question 
of continued operation of the school was the subject of 
discussion between the Department and the W.M.S., and when 
this office was advised by the local representative of the 
W.M.S. that a teacher was proceeding north to open the 
school we naturally assumed that such action was the result 
of the discussion referred to. Mr. Anfield, apparently 
acting on the basis of the same information, proceeded to 
arrange for repairs and the admission of pupils with the 
result that the school is now in session with eight children 
in residence, 


A memorandum dated December lst from District School 
Inspector Davey is attached wherein he concurs in the 
recommendations made by Mr. Anfield regarding the age limit, 
number of pupils to be enrolled and the proposed attendance 
of the children at the day school at Port Simpson.

I have been asked to communicate 
with you to ascertain if any use could be made of this building, 
with the suggestion that it might be used as a home for aged 
persons who cannot otherwise be cared for. 


I should be glad if you could let us know, 
first, whether there is need for such a home, to accommodate 
probably fifteen or twenty persons, It is obvious that those 
to be accommodated must be members of the Band at Port Simpson, 
or not too far away, because old people usually do not want to 
be removed too far from their home people. 


The second question has to do with finance, 
If these people were not Indians, the old age pension which they 
would receive would probably finance the expenditure for main~ 
tenance, but the Government policy does not seem to contemplate 
anything except a very meagre allowance for old Indian people. 
I do not suppose that ym are in any position to vénture a 
prophecy as to whether the Government will make a change, so 
that the principle of the old age pension may apply to Indians 
as well as to white people, In any case, the question of the 
financing of such a home remains. I do not think it would be 
looked upon with any favor that the Church should do any more 
than provide the building, and probably the salary of a competent 
person to manage the affairs. In other respects, the venture 
should be self-sustaining, as all expenditure for maintenance, 
including the upkeep of the building, should be met out of the 
resources of the people, 


This is just a bare outline of a possible use 
of the building which has been discussed. If you have any other 
suggestions, we should be very glad to have them,

Your 12=11-1 of June 10th, 1949, having reference 
to the possible use of the former Crosby Girl's Home at Port 
Simpson, has been received with copies of correspondence with 
the Director and Dr. G. E. Dorey of the United Church. 


For severa] years I have been exploring the pos~ 
sible value of homes for aged Indians and have surveyed this 
building and the old Mission House at Port Simpson with such 
a project in view. From this study, I have reached the con~ 
clusion that the institutionalizing of old Indians is an un- 
sound procedure and that they would be better taken care of 
in necessitous cases by placing them in private homes on & 
monthly grant basis. 


It is considered, however, that the Crosby Home 
at Port Simpson has definite values as a T.B. Preventor ium 
and it is recommended that this phase of endeavor be explored 
by the Indian Health Services. I would say, however, that from 
practical experience in pbuilding and operat a preventor ium 
efor years at Alert Bay, TI can see where the Crosby Home has a 
definite use along these lines. Apart from the crowded con- 
ditions at Miller Bay's children's wards, there are I am sure, 
sufficient T.B. suspect children to fill two preventor 1a in 
this district. This is, of course, a medical problem and not 
within my jurisdiction, From the physical point of view, the 
building is still sound though a new furnace Light ing piant 
and complete wiring job would have to be installed to make the 
place habitable. In addition to this complete decoration and 
repairs to the roof would have to be done. 


I see me _prestieee use to which this building could 


be put within the a 4t of our welfare service. It is, however, 
recommended that the possible use of this building by the Indian 
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Health Services be fully explored. It is just possible that 
if a preventorium was started at Port Simpson, with it could 
be combined the present nursing facilities.

_— ~~ Kecording to the report submitted 
by Mr. Holmes, the Auditor, it is necessary for you to be 
supplied with a Cash Book as furnished to other residential 
schools by this Department for the purpose of recording 
accuvately the receipts and.expenditure of the school's 
business. Ths .s a4 _ a — oe een 

Perhape you have seen or used 
one of these books at other schools and will be familiar 
with its correct use, but in case you have not the 
following is an outline showing the manner in which it 
should be kepte 

The headings to the columns are, 
to a large extent, self-explanatory. On the debit or 
left hand side you will observe all the cash receipts are 
recorded showing the dates upon which they were received. 
These receipts are classified under Government per capita 
grant, Church grants, farming and garden proceeds (it 
a farm is operated) and proceeds from other sources. 

You are requested to ascertain 
from the W.M.S. the exact amount of the per capita grant 
which is sent to you and also the amount of the Church grant, 


if any, when those remittances are sent to youe This will 
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be necessary in order to keep the Cash Book correctly 
and to give the desired information to the Department at 
the end of the fiscal yeare 

You will, from time to time, deposit 
these funds in the Bank Account, which by the way should be 
in the name of the school and not your own name or any other 
individual. The receipts shown in the Cash Book should agree 
with the total of the deposits which appear in the Bank 
Pass Book over any given period, the only exception being 
when you have cash on hand and have been unable to deposit 
it in the Banke 

The credit or right hand side of the 
book is used for expenditure where the expenses are recorded 
under the various column headings, such as salaries, clothing, 
food, etc. The enclosed spepimen Gash Book sheet which has 
been written up and balanced as a guide for you covering a 
month's transactions and by this you will see that all the 
totals of the different columns of expenses agree with the 
total on the extreme right hand side of the sheet. 

You will also observe that although one 
cheque may be written for more than one item of expense when 
it is made out to the same Company or individual the total 
of the cheque is extended and all cheque numbers must be 
recorded in the extreme right hand column provided for that 
purposes 

By recording the cheque numbers carefully 
you will find that you will save yourself much time when 
referring back over several months or years for a certain 
cheque and finding how it was made up. Also when you come 
to check your Bank Pass Book it is very simple and convenient 


to be in a position to compare the cheques presented and 


cashed 
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cashed by the Bank with those you have recorded in the Cash 
Book. In this way you are in @ position to knew which cheques 
have not been presented at the Bank, and which should appear 
as outstanding at a month end or 4 fiscal year end. This 

also facilitates checking should your books be audited either 
by a Chureh official or the Field Auditor. 

At the foot of the attached specimen sheet 
there has been prepared a Bank Reconciliation statement 
covering the close of the same period of business for which 
the cash sheet is written. It is quite simple and very 
easily followed and if carried out correctly will be 
satisfactory to you knowing that the Cash Book record agrees 
with the Bank balance shown in the Pass Booke 

It is customary for the principals to 
assemble the cancelled cheques after they are paid and 
received from the Bank each month end, in numerical order, 
and you may also attach the invoice or voucher to the cheque 
which pays ite Another method which also proves satisfactory 
is to file the vouchers and invoices alphabetically and write 
the cheque number which pays it on the face of the account. 
Either method you will find will help you considerably for 
reference purposese 

The Cash Book will of course be closed 
off and totalled at the end of each month and the balance 
of the total receipts, less the total expenditures, will be 
carried forward to the following month. These totals of all 
the headings may be summarized each month at the back of the 
Cash Book, then when the twelve months' totals have been 
recorded your financial statement is complete for the fiscal 


year end (March 31). 
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The procedure for handling Petty Cabh 
has been written separately and is attached hereto.

Madam: 


The Department is in receipt of Mr. Holmes! report 
regarding his examination of the books at the Port Simpson 
Residential School on July 22nd, last. 


According to the report submitted by Mr. Holmes, it is 
necessary for you to be supplied with a Cash Book as furnished to 
other residential schools by this Department for the purpose of 
recording accurately the receipts and expenditure of the schools 
business. This is going forward under separate cover, 


Perhaps you have seen or used one of these books at other 
schools and will be familiar with its correct use, but in case you have 
not the following is an outline showing the manner in which it should 
be kept. 


The headings to the columns are, to a large extent, self- 
explanatory. On the debit or left hand side you will observe all 
the cash receipts are recorded showing the dates upon which they 
were received. These receipts are classified under Government 
per capita grant, Church grants, farming and garden proceeds (if 
a@ farm is operated) and proceeds from other sources, 


You are requested to ascertain from the W.M.S3. the exact 
amount of the Ber capita grant which is sent to you and also the 


amount of the ureh tet if any, when those remittances are 
sent to you. This will be necessary in order to keep the Cash 
Book correctly and to give the desired information to the Depart- 
ment at the end of the fiscal year. 


You will, from time to time, deposit these funds in the 
Bank Account, which by the way should be in the name of the school 
and not your own name or any other individual. The receipts 
shown in the Cash Book should agree with the total of the deposits 
which appear in the Bank Pass Book over any given period, the only 
exception being when you have cash on hand and have been unable to 
deposit it is the Bank. 


The credit or right hand side of the book is used for 
expenditure where the expenses are recorded under the various 
column headings, such as salaries, clothing, food, etc. The 
enclosed specimen Cash Book sheet which has been written up and 
balanced as a guide for you covering a month's transactions and by 
this you will see that all the totals of the different columns of 
expenses agree with the total on the extreme right hand side of 
the sheet.

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You will also observe that although one cheque 
may be written for more than one item of euyones when 
4t ig made out to the same Company or individual the 
total of the cheque is extended and all cheque numbers 
must be recorded in the extreme right hand column provided 
for that purpose, 


By recording the cheque numbers earefully you will 
find that you will save yourself much time when referring 
back over several months or years for a certain cheque 
and finding how it was made er Also when you come to 
check your Bank Pass Book it is very simple and convenient 
to be in a position to compare the cheques presented and 
cashed oY the Bank with those you have recorded in the Cash 
Book. n this way you are in a position to know which 
cheques have not been presented to the Bank, and which should 
appear as outstanding at a month end or a fiscal year end, 
This also facilitates checking should your books be audited 
either by a Church official or the Field Auditor. 


At the foot of the attached specimen sheet there has been 
prepared a Bank Reconciliation statement covering the close of 
the same period of business for which the cash sheet is written. 
It 1s quite simple and very easily followed and if carried out 
correctly will be satisfactory to you knowing that the Cash 
per record agrees with the Bank balance shown in the Pass 


It is customary for the principals to assemble the 
sancelled cheques after they are paid and received from the 
Bank each month end, in numerical order, and you may also 
attach the invoice or voucher to the cheque which pays it. 
Another method which also proves satisfactory is to file 
the vouchers and invoices alphabetically and write the 
cheque number which pays it on the face of the account. 
Either method you will find will help you considerably for 
reference purposes. 


The Gash Book will of course be closed off and totalled 
at the end of each month and the balance of the total receipts 
less the total expenditures, will be carried forward to the 
following month. These totals of all the headings may be 
summarized each month at the back of the Cash Book, then when 
the twelve months' totals have been recorded your financial 
statement 1s complete for the fiscal year end (March 31). 


The procedure for handling Petty Cash has been written 
separately and is attached hereto. 


Trusting that the foregoing and the attached statements 
will be of some assistance to you.

Submitted herewith is report coveri examinati 
the books of the Crosby Girls' Home, Pert Gtepsen. BoC. — 

1 was informed by the Agent at Prince Rupert about noon 
of duly 22, that the Principal of this School was leaving on 
holidays the following morning. I, therefore, proceeded to Port 
Simpson that afternoon and was shown the books, but as time would 
not permit of more than a hurried examination, I brought such records 
as were considered necessary back to Prince Rupert. After as thorough 
an examination as was possible, I met the Pricipal when passing 
through on the boat and secured some necessary explanations. 

the Principal is Miss L.Me Deacon and while she kept 
records which were apparently satisfactory for her own purposes, for 
audit pmrposes they were not satisfactory. 

As there is no branch bank in Port Simpson, the account 
is kept in the Bank of Yoronto, Vancouver, under the title Crosby 
Girls' Home. All grants are forwarded by the Womens Missionary 
Society direct to the Bank, without any notification to the Principal 
as to what they constitute, her only information being that obtained 
from the statement from the Bank. Cheques issued do not bear much 
relation to the actual accounts as many cheques are issued to the 
Hudsons Bay Company for cash, and accounts may be paid all in cash 
or by cheque or part cash and part cheque. the Bank forwards all 
paid cheques with statement of account monthly, the statement being 
checked by Miss Deacon and the receipt signed and returned to the 
Banke 

{he School has never been supplied with the Depart~- 
mental Cash Book for use at Residential Schools. A small Day Book is 

- used in which the balance at the beginning of the month is debited 
followed by entries for revenue and on the credit side each 
individual payment is entered. At the end of each month a summary of 
expenditure under the headings used by the Department, is made and both 
debits and credits transferred to a small book used as a Cash Book. 
Cheques were numbered but the numbers were never entered in the books 
of eecount and cheques dated one month might apply to expenditure of 
a@ previous month and be so included in the books. 

The Principal stated she thought this School was on & 
different status from other Residential Schools, in that it was more 
completely controlled by the Womens Missionary Society. For this reason 
and the fact that the Departmental Cash Book had not been provided, I 
aid not issue any instructions with regard to bookkeeping procedure. 
If the Cash Book is to be put in use 1 thought that when forwarding it 
that instructions might be issued as to its use and the proper 
bookkeeping procedure. 

in order to provide some information as to receipts 
and expenditures, statement #1 attached herewith was prepared to show

fhe total receipts for the year were $7,079+38 made up 
of $6,689.38 as the Per Capita and Church Grants and $50.00 as a grant 
for a scholarship , forwardded by the Womens Missionary Society and 
$340.00 paid by the teachers for board and room, being at the rate of 
$10.00 per month each for three teachers. 

The total expenditures were $7,080.83. 
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of this total $2,291.52 was for Salariesof teachers 20.

Under the heading Phone, Light and Fuel, the total was 

$896.58 of which $727.75 was for coal and wood.

Submitted herewith is report of an examination of the 
books and records at the above-mentioned Residential School 
covering the period of sixteen months dating April 1, 1935, 
to July 31, 1936, completed on September 3. 


The account for the School is kept in the Bank of 
Toronto, Vancouver, as there is no bank in Port Simpson. This 
is another school where, due to inconvenient banking facilities, 
much of the expenditure is made by cash which is obtained at the 
store of the Hudsons Pay Company, where cheques are cashed for 
the School. Such cheques are usually in amounts of *25,.00 to 
®50.00, while payments were noted for amounts as high as *65.00. 


A record of cash receipts and payments is not kept. The 
Principal informed me she kept a statement for each month at the 
end of which expenditures wers classified and entered in the cash 
pook and the statement destroyed. 


A small Day Book was used as 4 cash book until January 
1, 1936, when the Departmental Cash Receipts and Expenditures 
Book, which had been received in November, was opened.This book 
nad been written up to June 30th. 


Receipts were never secured for cash payments and the 
monthly account of the Hudsons Bay Company was the only detail- 
ed account covering payments by cheque. 


In order to illustrate the proper keeping of the rec- 
ords I wrote up and balanced the cash book for July and instru- 
eted the Principal regarding the system of bookkeeping and filing 
of records which the Department was endeavouring to establish at 
kKesidential Schools, and in order to confirm verbal instructions 
prepared memorandum attached herewith as Sxhibit A, 4 copy of 
which was forwarded to the School. 


Bank and Cash Book Reconciliation. — 


From date of last audit receipts as shown by the cash 
pook were compared to credit entries in Bank statements and 
eancelled cheques to debit entries in Bank statements and expend- 
jture entries, when entered in the cash book.

Statement #4 shows costs of operations for the year based on an 
expenditure of $7,010.03 and avy average attendance of 27.76 pupils. 


The average cost per pupil per day was 69 cents, while the 
amount allowed by the estimated per capita grant per pupii per day 
was 42.4 cents. 


A small garden is planted but the amount of produce raised 
4s negligible. The cost of supplies is increased considerably by 
freight costs. 


The staff, occupations and salaries at September 3 are 
listed, the salaries per annum being $2,295.00, of which about 
$300.06 per annum is repaid to the School for board.

This memorandum covering bookkeeping procedure as the 
Department is endeavouring to establish it at Residential 
Sehools, has been prepared to confirm verbal instructions 
issued when at your School. 

Payments should be made by cheque whenever the cashing 
of same would not greatly inconvenience the payee. 

All cheques should be numbered and those in payment of 
accounts or services entered in the Cash Rook, those issued 
for cash should not be entered in the Cash Book, but should be 
accounted for through a Record of Cash Payments. 

Cash Book 

All revenue to the School should be entered on the Dr. 
side of the Cash Book in the appropriate column and in dus 
course deposited in the Bank. 


Cheques entered should show the cheque number in the 


outer right hand column for the month in which they are issued. 


Expenditures should be classified and entered in the approp- 
riate column. Detailed accounts should be secured on which the 
number of the paying cheque should be entered and the accounts 
filed by cheque number. 
Record of Cash Payments. 

This record should be started as from August I. On the 
Dr. side the first entry will be the amount of $22.50, shown 
as cash on hand at July 31, by Bank Reconciliation statement, 
followed by cheques issued and cashed for the month. Such 


entries will include date, cheque number and amount. 
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On the Cr. side (right hand page of book) will be enter- 
ea each item of expenditure, the entries to show date, name of payee, 
what the payment covers and amount. Receipts should be secured for 
payments of $2.00 and over and filed together in order of payment. 

At the end of each month the account should be added and 


balanced, the balance being carried forward to the following month.

Submitted herewith is report of examination of 
the Books and Records of the above named Residential 
School, covering the period of thirteen months, dating 
from the lst of April, 1936, to the 20th of April, 19357, 

leted the 9th of June, 1937. 


As mentioned in the last report, the method of 
btaining cash through the Hudson Bay store on account 
of inconvenient Banking facilities, continues, the 
Creditors in mamy cases refusing to accept cheques in 
payment of indebtedness. 


Receipts are now being obtained for paid accounts 
and same are being carefully filed away in good order. 


The Principal, however, did not seem to under- 
stand that cheques issued in pa ent of accounts should be 
written in the Cash Book tamotintel In numerical order 
opposite the creditors account, but, waited un e end 
of the month and then wrote in the cancelled cheques, only, 
as returned by the Bank; then listed her outstanding chemes 
below and deducted same from the Bank Balance, which showed 
a net balance agreeing in each case with her balance after 
she had deducted the distributed expenditures for the 
month from the debit side of her Gash Book. I went into 
this matter with her and I believe she now understands / 
exactly what to do. Apart from the foregoing, she is A 
satisfactorily complying with the instructions as issued 
by Mr. Holmes. 


Bank and Cash Book Reconciliation. 


From date of last audit, receipts, as shown by the 
Cash Book, were compared to credit entries in Bank Statements, 
and eancelled cheques to debit entries in Bank Statements and 
expenditure entries.

I beg to submit a report of an examination made of 
the books and records at the above school on October 12 - 1938. 
the examination covered a period of 17 months dating tram April 
1 - 19397 to August 31 - 1938. 


Bank Reconciliation (Statement 1) 


The cash book was written up to the end of August 
and statement trom the Bank of vommerce,Vancouver, gave a 
balance of $1657.82 as at that date. The outstanding cheques 
amounted to $103.40, and with cash on hand of $22.01 as per 
petty cash journal gave*net balance of $1576.97 which agreed 
witn cash book. 


All receipts as per cash book are deposited in 
bank. Paid cheques were examined and compared to cash book 
entries. Vouchers were all on file by months and these were 
compared to synoptic entries and petty cash journal by test. 
A decided improvement is shown in the cash book and a reconcil- 
iation is made eacn month, and valance carried forward. 


Receipts and Expenditures 


This statement was prepared from a re-cap 
oi the monthly synoptic totals and statement 2 gives the 
expenditures in detail. 

The total receipts ror tnis period amounted to 
$10499,26. The per capita grant is snown as $7094.75, but this 
is only the matron's estimate as the cheque goes to the W.M.S. 
Toronto and the per capita and church grant is received in one 
cheque at the school. fhe head office in Toronto snould 
notify the school as to the amount received from the Department 
trom the per capita grant. 


The expenditures amounted to $9274.78 and are self- 
explanatory. The cost of clothing at $11.95 per child is not 
high but the cost of food at $68.76 per pupil is above normal 
and due to some extent to the isolated position or the school. 
The cost per child per year was $245.81 ana is very high for a 
residential school. It is apparently very necessary for the 
church to contribute about $2000.00.a year to finance this school. 


The average attendance was 28 pupils and the staff 
or three carry on all the work. 


The books and records were tound to be in very good 
condition and Miss Deacon has succeeded in having the account-

Bank Reconciliation - Statement 1. 


The bank statement as at January 31st, gave 
a balance of $1,959.28 and the outstanding cheques 
amounted to $289.78./ The cash on hand as per petty 
cash book showed $30.09 and the net balance of $1,699.59 
agreed witn cash book. Cheques were examined and com- 
pared to cash book entries and vouchers. Very few cheques 
are issued due to practically all the larger purchases 
being made at one place, and petty cash used for all 
small local purchases. 


The petty cash book was examined and com- 
pared to vouchers. The per capita and church grants 
are mailed from Toronto to the bank in Vancouver for 
deposit. 


The total receipts for this period amounted 
to $9,723.37. The per capita grant and church grant 
are sent from Toronto in one amount and are computed as 
to their total by the principal. I would recommend that 
the principal be advised as to the proper amount to 
credit to per capita. 


The expenditures amounted to $9,600.75 and 
are shown in detail on Statement 3. All expenditures 
are about normal and tne extra labour of $434.38 takes 
care of all male help required during the period. 


Tnere are no farming operations carried 

on at this School and no livestock. The cost of operation 
per pupil at $250.99 is very high and requires considerable 
aid from the church. It is impossible for a school of this 
size to operate on its earnings. The cost of clothing 
at $9.63 is rather low, and cost of food at $67.76 per

Gg KY period of 12 months ended January 31st, 1941. 


Aa The Statement from the Bank of Montreal, Vancouver, 
gave a balance of $431.48 as at January Slst. There was one 
outstanding cheque in the amount of $20,00 and cash on hand was 
shown as $2.97. The net balance of $414.45 agreed with cash 
pook. 


The cheques from Toronto are sent direct to the bank 
in Vancouver, All cheques were compared to cash book entries 
and vouchers were checked to synoptic. Practically all 
supplies are purchased from the local Hudson's Bay store by 
cheque. Petty cash is used for small purchases from Indians, 


The total revenue for this period was $3746.23. The 
per capita grant as received from Toronto was $3700, 00, but does 
not include the total earnings for the year. 


The expenditures amounted to $5031.37 and are shown 
in detail on Statement 2 There is a large decrease shown in 
all expenditures this year. The food costs show a reduction of 
$13.87 per pupil and clothing a reduction of $5.18. 


The cost of operation shows a reduction of $4.79 per 
day and $77.50 per pupil. The full grant of $}75.00 would 
appear to be being paid to this School. The average attendance 
was 29, an increase of 2, end the staff remains at three. 


There is no farm or garden at this School and extra 
labour is done by the Indians. 


The books and records were in very good condition and 
up-to-date. While the cost of operation is very low this period, 
the supplies on hand are small and expenditures will be heavier. 
The school would appear to be in a good financial condition.

I beg to submit a report of an audit made at the above school 
on January 29th, 1943, covering the period dating from February 
lst, 1941 to December 31st, 1944. 


Bank Reconciliation 


The statement from the Bank of Toronto, Vancouver, gave 4 
balance of $963.17 as at December 31st, 1942. Outstanding cheques 
totalled $281.92, and cash on hand 18 cents. The net balance of 
$681.43 agreed with the cash book. 


All paid cheques were examined and checked to the cash book 
entries. There were vouchers on file for the expenditures and these 
were compared with the synoptic entries. The. per capita grant cheques 
from the Women's Missionary Society were all deposited in the bank, 
and the other revenue used to reimburse petty cash. 


The total revenue for the period was $10,712.08, including the 
per Gapita grant of $10,292.50. 


The expenditures totalled $10,444.90 and are shown in detail in 
Statement #2. Fuel costs are up slightly, while all other costs 
appear to be about normal. The extra labor is for chores and laundry. 


Clothing costs at $2.15 per pupil per year is exceptionally low, 
but it is the practice of the principal to have the parents purchase 
most of the clothing, as at present they are earning good incomes. 
The cost of food is very high at $63.23, an increase of $9234. No 
farm is operated at the school, and all food must be purchased with 
the exception of gifts of fish. 


The cost per pupil per year was $189.88, an increase of $16.39, 
but is not high in comparison with other small schools. 


The principal advised that there were no unpaid accounts, and 
the school would appear to be in good financial condition. The books 
end records were in good shape and up to date.

Bank Reconciliation 


The ststement from the Bank of Toronto, Vancouver, gave 
a balance of $1,341.32 as at Februsry 29th, 1944. The outstanding 
cheques totalled $257.99 and the cash on hand 25 cents. The net 
balance of $1,053.58 agreed with the cash books 


All paid cheques were examined and checked to the cash 
book entries. Vouchers on file to cover the expenditures were 
examined by test. The cheques received from the Womens’ Missionary 
Society to pay the per capita grant are deposited. Other revenue 
is used to reimburse Petty Cash. 


Revenue and Expenditure 


The revenue for the period totalled $6,750.85 of which 
6,470.00 was from the per Capita grant. The disbursements totalla@ 
6,348.70 and are shown in detail in statement #2. 


Most of the costs appear to be about normal. Extra labor 
is higher, and includes the teacher's salary for several months, as 
the local missionary is filling this position until another teacher 
can be located. 


Clothing costs are exceedingly low at $1.357, as the i 
parents buy practicaliy all clothing. Food costs work out at $66.35 
per pupil per year, an increase of 2 cents. All food used st the 
school has to be purchased. The coat of operation per pupil per 
year Was $187.65 -- a decrease of $2.25 --, and is low for a 
gmall school.

I submit herewith the report of an audit made at the above 
school on June 12th, 1945, covering the period of 15 months dating 
from Marchl, 1944 to May 51, 1945. 


Bank Reconciliation 


The statement from the Bank of Toronto, Vancouver, showed a 
balance of $1,408.54 as at May 31, 1945. Outstanding cheques total- 
led $910.17, and cash on hand amounted to $19.59. The net balance 
of $517.96 agreed with the cash book. 


All paid cheques were examined and checked to the cash book 
entries. Vouchers were on file to cover expenditures and these 
were checked by test. The per capita grant is mailed directly to 
the bank by the Women's Missionary Society, Toronto. All other 
revenue was used to reimburse petty cash. Cash expenditures are 
quite heavy at this sehool due to banking difficulties. However, 
the amount of $637.68 shown as paid in cash in the Cash Reconcilia- 
tion ineludes $300.00 deducted from the staff members in payment 
for board. Such deductions are shown as both revenue and expendit-~ 
ure in the statement. 


There have been three principals at this school during the 
period, and as a result a number of errors had occurred in the cash 
book. The errors together with the method of entering cash expend- 
itures caused considerable difficulty in striking a balance over 
the period. A good deal of time was spent in locating and correct- 
ing the errors. 


Revenue & Expenditure

members amounted to $300.00, but as stated above the value of board 
was deducted from the salary cheques, and treated as contra entries 
in revenue and expenditure. Other revenue totalled $133.02. 


Due to the time spent 
in balancing as above mentioned and to the necessity of leaving at 
the time of a favorable tide, I did not make am analysis of the ex- 
penditures. However, judging from the vouchers examined, the break- 
down would be much as for the last period.

I submit herewith the report of an audit made at the 
above School covering the period June 1, 1946 to July 31, 1947. 


Bank Reconciliation - (Statement #1) 


The Bank Statement and cancelled cheques had not been 
received for the month of July 1947. The Statement from the 
Bank of Toronto at Vancouver showed an overdraft of $46.05 as 
at June 31, 1947, and outstanding cheques as listed amounted to 
$353.68 in June and $18.96 in July. Cash on hand was verified 
in the amount of $19.76 for a net overdraft as per Cash Book 
of $398.93 at July 31. 


The overdraft as per Cash Book as at June 30, 1947 
was $660.81 while expenditures in July amounted to $38.12 and 
receipts amounted to $300.00 thereby reconciling with the net 
bank balance. The $300.00 was credited by the bank in June 
but was not entered in the Cash Book until July. 


All cancelled cheques for the period together with 
those outstanding from the previous audit were examined and 
checked to the Cash Book entries. Vouchers were on hand in 
support of expenditures and as examined by test, appeared to 
be in order. 


The per capita grant constitutes practically all 
the Revenue and is mailed directly to the Bank of Toronto at 
Vancouver by the Women's Missionary Society, (United Church 
of Canada) Toronto. 


Cash Reconciliation - (Statement #1) 


Sundry revenue amounting to $294.07 was received 
but not deposited,being used for petty cash expenditures. A 
further $30.00 was received for this purpose from the bank 
account and total expenditures eee by voucher amounted 
to $306.03. The balance of $19.76 was verified as being on 
hand. Cash expenditures are unavoidable owing to the lack 
of benking facilities at Port Simpson. 


Revenue and Expenditures - (Statement #2) 


A total of $11,034.42 was received during the period, 
not including a refund of a Travel Advance as per contra, The 
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per capita advance accounted for $10,740. 35 and the balance 
of $294.07 represented sundry revenue. No deductions were 
made from staff members for board. 


The disbursements amounted to $11,498.35 showing a 
comparative increase in the cost of operation over the last 
corresponding period.

Memorandum :- 

Chief Julius of the Sechelt Band, B. C., 
writes under date of the lst inst., applying for the es- 
tablishment of a boarding-school on the Reserve. A 
similar application was received in November, 1891from 
Mr. Agent Devlin through Superintendent Vowell, and I 
consider that the memorandum I then prepared covers the 
ground. The Minister decided that no action was then 
necessary. 

There are two Roman Catholic Boarding- 
schools to which their children could be sent provided 
there was room for them, and, rather than open another 
boarding-school, I think it wuld be better to provide 
for more pupils at these boarding-schools if it was 
deemed necessary to secure boarding-school accommedation 
for some of the Sechelt children. As they are wholly 
without educational facilities, I think that a day-schod 
might be allowea then.

arvtion could be taken and Mr Vowell was so informed. 
Two caamunications were subsequently received from 
the Chief demanding the establishment of a boarding 
school,but he was informed that the Department could 


not accede to his request. The Indians,as I said 
’ 
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before,have built the school,which is to be placed 
in charge of the Roman Catholic Sisters,and the ex- 
penditure they mow wish to make out of their funds 
will equip it for 50 pupils. 

The Department has never recognized this 
school in any way and no prowision has been made for 
its maintenance. It is mow completed,however,and 
will be ready for secuga tion when furnished and the 
Department will no doubt be expected to give it the 
usual suppa® granted to boarding schools, It would 
appear that wheever is at the back of this movement 
is desirous of foreing the hand of the Department 
into recognizing this school. The Band has the re» 
quisite funds to its credit and claims the right to 
spend it in equipment. If the Department authorizes 
this outlay,it will be tantamount to recognizing the 
school.

The Agent 
remarks in his communication of the Iéth instant that he was 
unable to obtain an account of the expenditure on the building 
until his recent visit to Sechelt, hence the lapse of time 
between the date of his first letter (Dec. 3Ist last) and the 
one received this morning. A copy of the plan of the pbuilding 
is also being forwarded to the Department under cover of this 

letter

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letter as well as a copy of the specifications I can enéorse 
all the 1 guatenente made by the Agent in yerevensd to the puild- 
ing and the energy and skill displayed by the Indians in ite 
erection and meking provision for indebtedness incurred in 
connection therewith but owing to unforseen circumstances 
referred to in reference particularly to the decline in the 
price offered for logs the band finds itself unable to meet 
the whole cost of the building. They, therefore, ask that 

the Department assist them to the extent of $2500.00 in pay- 
ing for the building as well as the usual annual per capita 
allowance for fifty pupils and, if possible, I would strongly 
recommend that their request be complied with as I consider 
they are in every way deserving of the assistance asked.

I Bhink the Indians are entitled to sympathy for the 
position in whichthey find themselves. The efforts which they 
have made to provide themselves with a boarding school are 
laudable, but they have undertaken more than they could possibly 
carry out. I am convinced that they must have been advised 
towards this course probably by the resident Priest: so that no 
matter how great sympathy be extended to them, the position 
resolves itself into this:~ %#& the hand of the Department has 
been forced by the ecclesiastical authoritioget# certainly should 
not be permitted. fhe educational policy of the Department and 
the right to establish or dis-continue schools must reside with 
the Department, and the most dangerous precedent which we could 
establish is the present that we should finally become respon~ 
sible for the boarding school which we time and again refused to

The Deputy Superintendent General:- 


Mr School Inspector Greem has reported om 
the Sechelt boarding school ,which was opened in July 
last and has an enrollment of 46 pupils. He reports 
very favorably on the school ,which is conducted by 
the Roman Catholies. The milding was put up ata 
cost of nearly $10,000 towards which the Indians have 
paid over $3000.00,-the balance is still due. As the 
school is not receiving any per capita grant at pre- 
sent,and is being carried om on credit,a large deficit 
will be piled up before they can receive any Govern- 
ment aid. Provision is made in the estimates for 
next fiscal year for 50 pupils at $60 per capita 
and $2500.00 towards the building. This will not be 
available until ti lst July next. 

The school was built without obtaining the 


authority of or consultigg the Department. and starts 


with a debit balance in the neighborhood of $5000. 00, 


even allowing for the $2500.00 which is not yet avadtr 
able. Before any grant,either for maintenance or 
buildings,is paid over to this school,a clear under- 
standing should be arreived at with the Church that 
mm the Department,not being a party to this deficit, 
is in no way responsible or liable. If would be better

*****When at Seshelt,on the 27th.instant in compat --- 
with mr.Green, I inspected the Seshelt Boarding School 
which was opened about six months ago. The achool build- 
ing is an excellent one costing in the neighbourhood of 
$10,000.00 and has accommodation for fifty pupils. There 
are now 46 pupils on the roll, all belonging to the 
Seshelt band. It is feared that this school will have 
to be closed unless the assistance asked from the Depart= 
ment is granted. There is a debt of about $7,000.00 on 
the building and the payment of this large sum together 
with the cost of maintenance ig more than the Indians can 
accomplish and at the same time support their families. 
Since the opening of this Institution considerable liabile 
ities have been incurred for maintenance in addition to 
what the Indians were able to give; and as there are no 
funds to meet these obligations, it will be impossible 


for them to continue buying on credit.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the mst ie. 196, K.5., stating that the prin- 
cipal of Sechelt Boarding School has asked the Department 
to appoint a Doctor to visit the school from time to time, 
or at least in cases of serious ilness, and requesting a 
report on the subject. 

In reply I beg to say that there are no other Indians 
in the vicinity of Sechelt School except the Seehelt Band 
(population 240), whose village is situated on the same 
reserve as the school. These Indians, when eick. consult 
Dr. Brydon-Jack at Vancouver, which is about forty miles 
from the Reserve, and the nearest place for them to get 
medical treatment, and wkaatthe Doctor is obliged from time 
to time to send quite a number of them to the hospital for 
proper care and treatment. 

If a Doctor were appointed to visit the pupils of 
the school and the destitute Indians of the band who might 
require medical treatment, sam twice a month, it would not 
be necessary to send so many cases to the hospital, in fact, 
in my opinion, only in cases when operations were to be 
performed, would it be necessary to send patients from that 
locality to the hospital. 

I discussed this matter with Dr. Brydonm-Jack, the 
medical officer of the Department at Vancouver, and he would

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be willing to make two tripe a month to Sechelt to attend 
the pupils of the School and ‘the destitute menbcrs of the band 
who might require his services for the sum of $25.00 4 trip, 
and if eny extra trips shauld be necessary in extreme cases, 
they would be charged for at the same rate. 

There is a daily boat now between Vancouver eid Sechelt, 
put as she only stays long enough at the Intter place for 


passengers to get orf, the Pootor would be obliged to remain

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 15th instant, No. 202, 0. 5, regarding Dr. 
Brydone-Jack’s report on his recent visit to the Sechelt 
school and village. 

In reply I beg to say that it appears to me the Boctor 
has given expression to very extreme views in connection 
with existing conditions amongst the Sechelt Indians, 
apparently for the purpose of impressing upon the Department 
his views in regard to establishing a hospital or hospitals 
for the treatment of Indians. 

I consider that the sanitary conditions and surround- 
ings of the Indians of this agency, including those of 
Sechelt, compare very favorably with those of white people 
in similar circumstences, and, in my opinion, some people 
expect too much of the Indians in this and many other re- 
spects. 

It is quite true that the Indians in general object 
to dieting, and they will give solid food to the sick when 
it should not be given, and this practice, I am inclined to 
think, causes many deaths, especially amongst the children. 
Their chief objection to being placed in a hospital is 
pecause they cannot get plenty of food at all times.

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There are a good many deaths in the Sechelt 
village every year, mostly children, and [ am quite sure 
that a good many are eaused by other diseases than tubercu- 
losis. The only cases of tuberculosis I am aware of at 
the present time at Sechelt are Chief Johnny, who has been 
sick for about two years, and Mra. John Baptist, who has 
peen sick for several months. There is also 4 little boy, 
Gassimere, who has been 4 pupil in the sdiool, and recently 
a patient in St. paul's Hospital, but now at home. This 
poy is now said to have tuberculosis, although, by refer 
ring to Dr. Brydone-Jack’s letter of the 27th ultimo, 
which was attached to youcher in favor of St. paul’s 
Fospital, for treatment of this patient (Gassimere), and 
forWarded from this office March 30th, it will be noticed 
that the Doctor stated then that, if this boy had been 
left in the Hospital, he thinks he could have cured him. 

It does seem rather strange to me that,if this boy had such 
@ good chance of recovery 4f left in the Hospital, he 
should now be in the last stages of consumption, in fact 
his death is hourly expected. I have always had the in- 
pression that consumption is rather a lingering illness, 
however, I am not a doctor. 

In regard to the poctor’s statement that “there 
ware very few families there but have had some time recently 
“g death in the family from tuberculosis." I may sey that 
iam not aware that the Doctor has made more than two 
visite to Sechelt during the past five or six years, and 
could not, therefore, have seen many of those who died 
during that time; and, consequently, this part of his re~ 


port 
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report would appear to be based on hearsay. 
Prom the records in this office it is noticed that 
the population of Sechelt in 1900 was 226, in 1901 - 234, 


1902 - 236, 1903 ~ 256, 1904 - 238, 1905 - 229, 1906 ~ 2350, 


1907 - 255, 1908 — 242, 1909 — 244. 

The complete isolation of a sick person in a 
family ia a very difficult matter even amongst white people 
who are considered highly civilized and educated; and it 
seems to have taken a long time to educate the doctors 
themselves as to the contagious nature of tuberculosis. 

In visiting Indians suffering from ary ailment, 
especially concumption, it is a rare thing not to find by 
the beddide a dish of some Kind,ohiefly a tin can or cup, 
in which they expectorate instead of on the floor. 

It is,unfortunately,too true that there are many 
cases of tuberculosis auongst the Indians, and if it is of 
the contagious nature now claimed by eminent physicians, 
atgps should be taken to properly isolate such cases as 
appear from time to time amongst the various bands, not 
only for the benefit of the Indians, but also for the 
protection of whites with whom they come in contact in the 
ordinary course of business. 

This complete isolation can, in my opinion, only 
be accomplished by quarantining those affected, as is done 
in the case of other infectious diseases, or removing them 
to some hospital or place remote fram the reserves, where 
they cannot be taken home by parents or relatives. 

I fear that Dr. Brydone-Jack’s hospital scheme 
on the reserves would accomplish very little more than has 


been 
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peen done in the past by those who have been instructing 
and advising them, as the influence a nurse could have on 
the Indians would be a very slow process if the Indians 
were allowed to enter and leave such an institution as they 
wish, and would not, I think, fulfillthe prompt action 


recommended »y the Doctor.

Dear Sirt- 

On Saturday, April Srd, I left Vancouver at twelve o*clock, 
arriving in Sechelt about six o'clock. That evening I visited the school 
there and found that the Sisters had done most excellent work in connection 
with the management of the pupils an their care, both physically as well 
as mentally. The children that had been there for some time showed marked 
superiority to any children in the village who had not taken advantage of 
the school. Sister Therisine, who is in charge, is most painstaking as 
regards the physical well-being of those under her charge. She is labor= 
ing under many disadvantages however, although these are being gradually 
lessened. It is very difficult to overcome the superstition and ignorance 
af the Indians who cannot see that everything is being done for their own 
ultimate benefit and again as some of the children come from tubercular 
stock and as there sre 2 number of tubercular cases in the village at the 
present time, it is extremely difficult and almost impossible to prevent 
the children mingling with the Indians in the village who are afflicted 


With this disease. The Indians will not permit any isolation and you

cannot make them realize the danger of contact in close rooms for those 
who are at the present time free from disease with those who are afflicted 
sith tubercular disease, and the consequence is that it will be advisable 
to visit the school et certain intervals and examine the pupils carefully 
to ascertain whether any of them have contracted tuberculosis. he 
pupils are all examined very carefully upon ertrance and while they may 
be perfectly free from any evidence of tuberculosis in the first place, 
yet they may contract it from associating with those who are suffering 
from it in the village. Moreover, there are very few families there but 
what have had, some time recently, a death in the family from tubercube 
osis. One case, little girl who was examined a short time fo, was 
then perfectly well, now there is evidence of tuberculosis commencing. 
This case I have given sick leave of absence and told them to send her 
home. 

The examination of each individual pupil lasted until 11 or 
12 ofclock that night. But with very few exceptions, all were in very 
excellent condition. 

In the early morning I went around the village and saw as many 


as possible of those who were sick. I found tuberculosis present in 


quite a few cases. In ohe family, the father has been suffering from 
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consumption for the last two or three years and although he has been 


warned of the danger of giving the disense to others, the warning had no 
effect. He himself is now in the last stage of tuberculosis and frequently 
has visitors in a close room and he himself «goes around and mingles 
preniscuously in the different houses and expectorates more or less freely 
around the different rooms, so that in all probability, the spread of 
tuberculosis will be very great. In one other family, the mother and two 
children are suffering from tuberculosis and the father looked as if he 
would be a ripe subject before very long. The only way that anything can 
be done with these cases is to provide them with a house up there with 
large verandas and out in charge a nurse who will gradually impress on 
their minds the necessity for isolation of these cases. It would be 
impossible to consider the project of building a small hospitel anywhere 
but just in their midst, because they will not go to it and you cannot 
compell them to. Even at the present time in cases where the Indians are 
suffering from tubercular abscesses that require surgical treatment and 


surgical dressing, we cannot persuade them to remain in the hospital and 
receive proper treatment, They want to be among their own family and among 


their own people, even when they sextter the disease amongst those who 


are free from it. 
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would advise the Department to take prompt action in this matter 
and to immediately give instructions whereby @ hospital or small house 
could be established with a fully trained nurse there who would be able by 
degrees to persuade those who were sick and afflicted to come in and be 
under proper supervision and proper care. 

Another fenture in connection with the Indians is that tpey cannot 
be made to understand the necessity of dieting in certain cases. A child 
may be suffering from typhoid fever. If he should be at home and wanted 
crabs or anything else that was improper for him to have and if he asked 
them for it, they would give it to him even if he died the next minute. 
They cannot understand why they should diet and not have everything they 
ask for. If a good nurse were wut in charge of them, she would gradually 
teach them, and vossibly the lives of many of them might be spared and 
they might become useful. If the present conditions are allowed to go 
on, I do not think the Department will be troubled very bong with many 
of the Indians as tuberculosis is gradually but surely killing them out 
by degrees. These same remarks apply to other districts as well as 
Secheit, and I would advise that a small hospital be established at 
Mission as well. 


It took us from early morning until nearly 10-30 o*clock to 
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around to all those who were ill and suffering from tuberculosis and 
other diseases, but tuberculosis wese the general disease they were 
suffering from. I left at 10-30 o*clock and arrived back in Vancouver 
about S-8O Sunday afternoon, April 4th. 

Should the Department require any further information on the 
subject or assistance in preparing plans for the hospital and obtaining 
the sereices of a trained nurse, Il will be very pleased to help then 
in every way possible.

I beg to enclose, herewith, report of the 
Sechelt Indian Boarding School for the quarter ended 
December 31st, 1917+ 

I am informed by the Principal that as a re~ 
sult of the unfortunate occurrence by which they lost all 
their provisions and personal effects through fire that des- 
troyed the school buildings last summer, they are very short 
of the necessary means with which to carry on their schools 
Although the children have not been attending school during 
the September and the early part of the December Quartere, 

a number of the pupile were continuously staying with the 
Principal, who with her staff remained at Sechelt and super- 
vised as much as possible the arrangemente in connection with 
the erection and durnishing for the reopening of the new achcol 
buildings. This school was formerly opened on December the Sth 
with all the children in attendance. 

In view of the great lose which the Sistere have 
sustained as a result of the fire and bearing in mind the very 
efficient work carried on by them amongst these indians for 
the last fourteen years, & work which I am sure the Department 
fully appreciates. I would respectfully recommend that, if 
possible, a grant in full for the quarter ended September 31st 
be made to the Principal of thie school.

He further states that the 
school needs one or two trained ana experienced teachers to 
raise the present standard of education, ana that he discussed 
this metter fully with you. He recommenus that the British 
Columbia course of studies be used in the classrooms. 


Re, arding the course of stuaies, I have to infomm 
you thet we are now insisting that tne stuaies us prescribed 
for use in white schools be followed in Inuisen schools. You 
should obtain from the Department of Education, Victoria, B.C, 
& programme of studies for white schools, and, in tuture, whe 
requisitioning for text books, only those prescribed by the 
Provincial Derurtment of Education shoulu be usked fOr. It 
is hored that the wishes of the Departuent in this respect 
will be carried out. 


The question of obtuinin, the services of one, Or, 
if ressible, two trained teachers snoula receive the considere 
ation of the authorities of the scnool, The newes, quali- 
fications and experience of the teucher, or teachers, secured 
gnoulu be submitted to: the consideration ot the Department. 
As thie is uw new and thoroughiy equipped building, we are 
anxioys thet full savantage be ~iven tne Inuian chiluren in 
attenuance to obtain uw ,oou education, anu to this enu it 
ie very necessary that qualitiea teachers be enyuged. The 
Inspector discussea this matter fully with you at the senool, 


We note from the Inepector's report thet the 
girls are making much better progress in their studies than 
the boys. The staunderd of education et this senool will 
Only be brought to u satisfactory condition by the eng aping 
of qualified teachers.

In reply to your letter of the 22rd 
instant, relative to the children not returning to school, 
after vacation, I desire to inform you that I have addressed 
letters to Chief fom, Chief John, Chief Johnson, Vhief George, 
and Indian Constabic xoberts, instructing them to require 
from the Indian parents and guardians concerned the return 
of théir children, who are ,upils,to your school without 
delay. I have told them that if they do not return at once 
that the court will be opened and all expenses connected 
there.ith will be charged to the parents ano guardians. 


Kindly let me know if there is 
any movement in the direction of returning the children. If 
not, I .411 immediately proceed against the parents. 


I may say that a letter was received 
this morning from Noel iaul, asking me to tell the school 
inspector that he wants to keep his son who "Got a bad sicknese" 
and cure him. He states that he lost two children from the 
same sickness, on account of the food that they had in the 
achool, He also states the boy has been in school nine ye .re 
and he did not learn much. 


Of course, I do not take complaints 
of this kind seriously, as similar complainte have been made 
of other schools in the past. I would inform you, however, 
that there ap, ears to be on the part of the Im@iane ae & whole 
a etrong desire to have the affaires eat the school investigated. 
A petition was received last spring, signed by tie villagere 
complaining about the echool, particularly the food, 
secondly that the chilcren were not learning anything and 
thirdly that they wanted a male principal. Thies petition 
was discuseed by Keverend Fathe felch, Mr. Inspector Cairns 
and myself and we decided to let metters rest for a while. 


Within the past few weeks, however, 
another petition of a similar nature has bcen received, 
signed by practically all the villagers, asking why the 
former petition was not acted upon and calling upon us 
to have an investigation of theese mattcre made. Thie ie 
just where the maticr stands at piesent. It is poseible 
that the Inciane in refusing to have their children return 
to echool are keeping these petitions in mind and it looks 
tp me ae if there will have to be an inquiry in order to 
clesr matt.rs up. Mr. Cairne is out of the City at the 
present moment. It is ossible th t prosecution of the 
parents may bring about a solution of the difficulties 
complained of by the Indians.

With further reference to the 
petitions of the Sechelt ‘nvians, as brought to your 
ittention in the two letters addressed from the Inuian 
Oificer, under date August 29th and 3jlst respectively, 
I beg to advise you that the attitude of the Sechelt 
Indians in regard to matters complained of theran 
has assumed a more serious aspect. It is reported 
by Reverend Sister Gabriel by letter of the 22nd 
of September that only five pupils out of an 
approximate enrolment of eighty who should have 
returned to school on the 4th instant, have reported 
at the schoolm most of the absentees veing Sechelt 


Indians .« 


It hae also been reported by 
a member oi the Squamish %gnd that an attempt has been 
made by the Sechelt Indians to enlist the 6) mpathy 
of the Suuamish parente ana their co-operation ina 
boycott oi the two boarding scnools. 


Under the circumstances we 
deem it imperative that an investigation of th: 
whole matter be made as soon as possible after the 
return of the Indians from the Hop Fields. While 
the four chids and conetable have been urged to 
use their powers of persuasion with a iew to 
the return of the pupils and the Indian parcnts and 
guardians have been threatened with Court procecdings 
to return their children, we would feel that it would 
be comparatigely easy to deal with a few truants, but 
the whole band being practically unanimous present a 
serious problem, which would call for a more diplomatic 
way of dealing with the situation than by court procee ince. 


We, therefore, respectiully 
request that y e good enough to consent to assist 
in the inauguration of gome plan, whered; thorough 
investigation ana solution oi the present difficulty 
sould be assured. It is our desire to meet the parente 
only, w:io may have complaints to make anu to ascertain,

In reply to your letter of December 7th, 
in which you ask me to make recommendations relative to 
management and finance at Sechelt, I am pleased to say 
that I have gone fully into these questions, and am 
satisfied that a promising solution has been reached. 


The week before Christmas Messrs. 
Ditchburn, Cairns, Perry and myself spent a whole afternoon 
in the Indian Agent's Office discussing the Sechelt situation. 
The resolutions passed at this meeting will doubtless be sub- 
mitted to you by Mr. Perry. It was left to me to interview 
Mother Gabriel and Mother Amy, and also the Indians to try 
and arrive at a settlement with them. This I did without 
delay. 


As regards the Indians the main difficulties 
were the diet and the management. They insisted particularly 
on having a male principal. On two different occasions I 
went thoroughly into this matter with Rev. Mothers Amy and 
Gabriel and they finally completely agreed with me that it 
would be in the best interests of the school for the Oblates 
to take over the management and place the school on the same 
footing as Kamloops, if this were acceptable to you. But let 
me assure you that I was not anxious to assume this responsi- 


bility. In consenting to it my sole purpose was to put an 
end to the friction which has arisen between the present 

staff and the Indians, and at the same time to meet the wishes 
of the Department, and yourself in particular. 


With this object in view I have carefully 
looked through this Province for a competent principal and 
manager, and now respectfully request you to approve of the 
appointment of Rev. Anthony Swenceski, O.M.I. He is of Polish 
descent, 40 years of age, but came to British Columbia when a 
mere child, so that practically he has lived all his life in 
this province. I may say that he is quite a mechanic and a 
carpenter and in these capacities will devote himself to the 
technical training of the boys. What Father McGhire is doing 
in Kamloops, as far as conditions will permit I believe ¥ather 
Anthony will accomplish in Sechelt. 


You ask for a qualified teacher for the boys. 
Unhesitatingly I recommend for the bigger boys and girls 
Mother Gabriel. To assist the Principal in maintaining dis- 
cipline I purpose giving him Brother Joseph who has had con- 
siderable experience with the boys in the Cariboo School. 


The Indians have promised to send all their 
children back to school after the Christmas holidays, and to 
wait 
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patiently pending the arrival of a male principal. 


In conclusion let me say that I take it 
for granted that the school will be placed in Class "A", 
and that you will approve of the suggestions submitted 
by Messrs. Ditchburn, Cairns and Perry.

when they are snatched from our influence.It is a noted fact that the Indians 
have little or no control over the children in the home,after a certain age. 
The school discipline,as you kmow,makes for a better and more orderly citi- 
genry,and thus the years under ressraint are invaluable from the point of 
view of law and order later on. 

The girls of our school,are trained in needle 
work,domestic science and the like,while the boys do gardening,shoe repair- 
ing and cleaming of the land,of dead-wood and timber.On account of the re- 
stricted (eighty)number of our pupils,comparatively few are of age to partic. 
ipate in the heavier work.For instance,this year we have five boys who will 
have attained the age of sixteen by the first of August ourrent;not one of 
them,is fit to leave,and take his place in the world,and in sheer justiee to 
themselves,should remain longer at school. 

In view of the foregoing,I would beg of you to 
iesue to me the necessary authority to retain these five boys on the roll of 
the school.

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of 
Departmental letter dated March 27th, No. 167-18-1, in 
regard to the complaint received by the Department to 
the effect that three boys, pupils of Sechelt Indian 
Residential School, were committed to the Provincial 
Industrial School, they having arrived there in 4 
filthy condition and in need of medical treatment. 


In reply I beg to advise the Department 
that on February 24th last I was furnished with like 
information by David B. Brankin, Esqe, Superintenient of 
the Provincial Industrial School for Boys at Port Coquit- 
lam. Copy of Mr. Brankin's report was forwarded on 
February 25 to Mr. Indian Agent Ball who was asked to 
make special report thereon. Mr. Ball replied on Febru- 
ary 26th to the effect that these boys broke out of 
Sechelt Indian Residential School and did some petty 
stealing in Sechelt and that the new Principal, Rev. 
Father Maillard, had them committed to the Industrial 
School. Mr. Indian Agent Ball states that he was away 
up the Coast at the time and did not hear about it until 
his return. He considered the action of Reverend Father 
Maillard rather precipitate as one of the boys especially 
was quite young. Copy of Mr. Ball's report is sent here- 
with, in which it will also be noted that the Agent 
observes that there is lack of cleanliness among the 
children which is probably due to insufficient bathing 
facilities, also that there seems to be continuous trouble 
at the Sechelt School; that he was taking up the matter 
of Mr. Brankin's complaint with the Reverend Principal 
and he hoped there would be no further cause for complaint. 
I wrote to Mr. Brankin on March 2nd regretting the condi- 
tions complained of and pointing out that a circular 
letter had been sent by me to each of our Agents in BeCe 
in which they were being asked to see that, as far as may 
be practicable, Indian boys who in future may be sent to 
the Provincial Industrial School would be sent there in 
clean condition. Copy of my circular letter dated March 
2nd to all Indian Agents is also sent herewith for the 
Department's perusal. I may add that it is expected that 
Mr. Barry, our Inspector of Indian Schools for British 
Columbia, will be officially inspecting the Sechelt School 
about the middle of May, proximo, when conditions will be 
fully reported on to the Department in due course.

He also states that the sores to which reference is made 
in the letter from the Superintendent of the Provincial 
Industrial School, dated February 24th 1931, were of in 
one case a syphilitic nature, and in the other case ofa 
tuberculous nature. These boys had been treated daily 

by the Sisters at the school for these sores. 


I regret to have to say that I fo not consider that the 
letter from Mr Indian Agent Ball to the 4ndian Commissioner 
for British Columbia in any way covers the facts of the 
case, as stated by the Rev. the Principal. ’ ’ 


The Principal told me that he had been assured in an 
interview with The Superintendent of Indian Education at 
Ottawa that he would have the support.of the Department 

in dealing with this very difficult school. He feels that 
he has not had such support. I asked him why he did not 

ask for a full enquiry, if he thought himself badly treated. 
He replied that he kmew that the Inspector of Schools would 
be inspecting his school shortly, and that the Inspector ~ 
would be able to see the true facts of the case. 


I consider that the “ev. E. Maillard is doing everything 

in his power to improve the standing of the Sechelt Residential 

School. 

I do think that as reported above, the children of this school 

should have a very thorough medical examination in the near 

future. This will bring to light, no doubt, a number of other 
s of a syphilitic and tuberculous nature.

I have received the enclosed letter from 
the Reverend Principal at Sechelt School. 


I presume the certificates referred to are 
those given when the pupil is honourably discharged 
from sohool. 


With reference to the last paragraph of his 
letter, I think the Reverend Principal conducts the 
school satisfactorily to the Department; the ehildren 
are well fed, particularly clean and properly clothed 
and the school is a credit to the school authoritiese 
The Reverend Father Maillard is a little difficult at 
times, but he is keenly interested and absolutely 
fair in his dealings with the pupils and staff. 


When he took over the school, he found the 
discipline had been slack and he had some trouble in 
remedying it but the staff and pupils are well pleased 
now and quite contented. While Father Maillard gives 
me plenty of trouble, it has always been in the interest 
of the school. He makes many requests which it is not 
always possible to recommend but the school is a model 
of cleanliness and neatness and a credit to him. 


I do not suppose Brother David will apply 
direct to you. Father Maillard sent him away from the 
school for disobedience and there is probnbly hard feeling 
between them in consequence. It is not good for Brother 
David to correspond direct with the Indians in school 
matters as it leads to difficulties.

I am 
quite in agreement with the last sentence of your letter, namely 
that Father Falhmann cannot give proper supervision to the school 
unless he is at Sechelt the greater part of his time.

I have the honour to report,in reply to your 
letter of the 5th instant, that I met Reverend Father 
Scannell, Mr.Perry, and Reverend Yather Fahlman, on the 
Sechelt boat, and accompanied them to Sechelt Indian Resi- 
dential School, on the 12th instant. After the conference 
there, we returned to Vancouver. 


I am very glad indeed to have had the pleasure 
of meeting the Keverend Father Scannell, and he said he 
would call upon you and tell you the result of his visit 
to the School. I am satisfied that Father Scannell will 
be quite just in whatever he reports to you, and that the 
complaints made will receive his full consideration. 


Mr.Perry called this morning to read a long re- 
port he was writing to you. I strongly objected to some 
of the statements, especially about vr.Connold and Mrs. 
Gus Band, and I told him they were unfair, not in accordance 
with facts, and totally unnecessary. (He accused Dr.Connold 
of attacking the School on religious grounds, which is 
ridiculous; Dr.Connold was not attacking anything or any- 
body. He also accused Dr.Connold of unethical conduct in 
writing his letter of the 17th ultimo, as it attacked 
another doctor, which is also incorrect). 


I regret to say that Mr.Perry left in a violent 
jtemper and threatened to call for my resignation because 
II objected to some of the report he had written, although 
jhe had invited me to say what I thought about it.

I am sure Father Scannell's visit will have a 
beneficial result at the School, which was the object of 
the inquiry.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
Departmental nightletter dated May 4th, instant, reading as 
follows :- 


"Conditions at Sechelt Residential School reported 
"unsatisfactory (Stop) Reverend J. Scannell, Pro- 
"vincial of Oblate Order, at present in British 
"Columbia (Stop) He will wire you when he can 
“visit Sechelt and Department wishes you to go 
“there with Father Scannell and report fully 
“regarding management of this school." 


In connection with this message, and in consideration 
of Mr. Agent Ball, I addressed a letter to him on May Sth, 
instant, and received his reply dated May 6th, instant. These 
letters, copies of which are hereto attached, will be self- 
explanatory. 


On the 9th instant, Reverend Father J. Scannell tele- 
phoned to me at Victoria, from Vancouver, and we arranged to 
visit Sechelt on Tuesday, May 12th. He asked me if Agent Ball 
would also go to Sechelt and I replied that no doubt he would be 
pleased to do so if the Reverend Father would so request him. 
This was done. I joined Agent Ball, Reverend Father Scannell, 
and Reverend Principal Fahlman at the steamer at Vancouver on 
Tuesday morning, the 12th instant, and we proceeded to Sechelt 
arriving there soon after lunch. A meeting was held on the 
School premises, at which Reverend Father Scannell presided. 
Present at the meeting were Principal Fahlman, Agent Ball md 
myself. 


Mr. Ball was invited to say whether or not he was 
satisfied with the present management and conduct of the Sechelt 
Indian Residential School. He replied that he was not. In 
support of his views, Mr. Ball presented copies of three com- 
munications. These were 

(1) Letter of Dr.Lane Conneld of Pender Harbour 
Hospital, 

(2) Letter of Mrs. Gus Band, Squamish Indian woman, 

(3) Petition signed by Chiefs Louie Johnny, John 
and Tom, dated March 7th, 1936. 


It is understood from Mr. Ball that the three communications, or 
copies thereof, were sent by him to Ottawa. They will be there

I enclose herewith copies of correspondence with Agent. Ball, in 
order that the Department may know fully my reasons for returning 
it. The subsequent letter of Agent Ball, to me dated May 6th, 
would indicate that my action was fully justified, Mr. Ball having 
stated that "the troubles at Sechelt are too serious and too 
numerous to mention by mail." Mr. Ball did not reply to my 
letter regarding & witnessed petition, but obtained a signature 
of a witness and sent it to Ottawa. 


In addition to the presentation of the three letters 
mentioned above, Mr. Agent Ball made verbal complaint to the 
effect that Reginald Paul, Indian Councillor of Sechelt, had in- 
formed him verbally that one Andrew Fahiman, a nephew of the 
Reverend Principal, had been seen by him (Paul) to enforce drill 
upon an Indian pupil who was complaining of feeling ill. Mr. 
Andrew Fahlman was called and said he had never disciplined the 
boy but that a former disciplinarian may have handled the boys. 
He knew nothing whatever about it. As Reginald Paul was not in

Mr. Fahlman had previously stated that on one occasion, 

in an effort to compel the boys to tell who had stolen or hidden 
a large ring of school keys which had been removed and could not 
be found, had drilled the boys hard for longer periods than 
usual by making them hop on one leg. The excessive duration of 
these drills, however, was not supported by any definite evidence 
by those making complaint. Mr. Fahlman stated that the boys had 
undertaken greater fatigue in their voluntary play than he had 
witnessed at these drills, put that as this particular drill wes 
done under pressure 4s punishment some of the boys had complained. 
The keys had not been recovered. Rev. Principal Fahlman stated 
that he had not been aware of any excessive punishment and that he 
would do his best to see that the boys were treated properly, since 
Abe Jefferies had brought it to his attention apart from the 
petition of the chiefs. Abe Jefferies is a good type of Indian 
and he agreed that 4 reasonable amount of discipline was necessary 
at any school and that he had told his son S0- Jefferies said he 
aid not know what was in the petition in which his name had been 
mentioned. Chief John, 4& signatory to the petition, who is an 
old and somewhat illiterate Indian stated that he knew what was 
in the petition when he signed it but it was only hearsay and he 
had signed it at the request of Chief Louie Johnny. 


Chief Tom ee. 
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Chief Tom, a second signatory to the petition, is an 
aged, decrepit and iJj.literate Indien who would sign his death 
warrant if asked to do so. Neither Chief Tom nor the third 
signatory--Chief Louie Johnny--was in the reserve and therefore 
could not be called to explain their views to the investigators. 
Abe Jefferies and Chief John, however, having heard the explanea-~ 
tion of the reasons for the punishment referred to, left the 
meeting without rancour and appeared to be satisfied that the 
matter had been looked into. 


Mrs. Band's Letter 


This was dealt with at a meeting held at the School 
with the Mother Superior and four Sisters. Reverend Father 
Scannell presided also at this meeting. The letter was read 
aloud and the Mother Superior and the Sisters were asked if they 
had anything to say in regard to Mrs. Band's complaints. The 
complaints were categorically denied by all the Sisters. 


Mrs. Band is more white than Indian, but is married 
to a Squamish Indian. They separated a few years ago and I 
found the husband and children on the North Vancouver reserve 
without food and the children neglected. This family is now 
reunited and the incident is mentioned only to suggest that any 
alleged lack of “home atmosphere” or quality of food that Mrs. 
Band may attach to the School could not be compared in favor to 
Mr. and Mrs. Band with the conditions which I have mentioned as 
relating to their neglect of their own children at a time when 
the children were younger and more dependent than they are at 
present. Mr. Ball did not produce any further evidence to support 
of Mrs. Band's charges and consequently the matter could not be 
further proceeded with. 


As to music, the Mother Superior explained that the 
Sister who had taught music had been sick but that she would 
resume this work in the near future. In any event music is not 
a compulsory part of the Department's curricula for the schools, 
although it has been taught in the schools as a matter of murse, 
and possibly Mrs. Band may have been paying for these services. 


Dr. Conneld's letter re Medical Services 
and Hospitalization 


The letter was read at the first meeting and was dis- 
cussed. The Reverend Principal stated that there had not been, 
to his knowledge, any neglect of children as to Medical attendance 
or hospitalization, that Dr. Inglis, the Department's medical 
officer, had been diligent in all such matters and had consulted 
with the Principal in all cases. The case of a girl who had 
syphiletic sores on her leg was recovering as a result of Dr. 
Inglis* care and advice, and there appeared to be no reasonable 
grounds for the complaints of Dr. A. Lane Conneld. Principal 
Fahlman added that he had given due attention to the health of 
the children on all occasions and, should hospitalization be 
considered necessary by the Department's physician he would always 
be prepared to abide by the Doctor's decisions concerning 


admission to ... 
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admissions to hospital, the latter being governed by Departmental 
regulations and usages. Perhaps it might be reasonable to suggest 
that since Dr. Conneld comes into contact in the holiday and other 
vacation periods with children from the school and, in fishing time, 
with Indians of the village of Sechelt, these having during the 
balance of the year been under the medical care and treatment of 
the Department's part-time physician Dr. Inglis, it would have 
been possible for Dr. Conneld to confer with Dr. Inglis as to the 
medical care or hospitalization of Indians who are Dr. Inglis' 
charges. This would have avoided the circulation of rumours con- 
cerning alleged neglect of medical services to the Indians. The 
hospital at Pender Harbour is under Anglican management while the 
Sechelt Mission and School are Roman Catholic. 


Manual Traini Instruction 


Agent Ball stated that while it would seem that the 
question of the appointment of Mr. Morley as Manual Training 
Instructor to succeed Mr. Tebb whose services had been discontinued, 
was no longer a matter of issue, nevertheless he questioned Mr. 
Morley's qualifications and fitness for the position. The Principal 
replied that the application of Mr. Morley set forth his qualifica 
tions with which he was satisfied, and that Mr. Morley had shown 
in practice that he was familiar with the use of tools, technique 
of Manual Training and had designed and erected five or six 
cottages. Neither Mr. Ball nor the Principal produced written 
matter concerned in the application. The question, however, was 
believed by the Principal to have been settled at the Department 
as he received a cheque from Ottawa for the December Quarter in 
Mr. Morley's name although the work had been done by Mr. Tebb--Mr. 
Morley started work in January, 1936. The Principal advised that 
Mr. Morley had been taken ill after his appointment and would soon 
leave the hospital. He thought he should be permitted to decide 
as to the matter of Mr. Morley's future services, as he considered 
Mr. Morley to be the better of the two men quite apart from other 
considerations, Mr. Ball thinking, however, that any Manual Train- 
ing instructor who may be engaged at Sechelt Residential School, 
should know something of boat construction and he doubted if Mr. 
Morley could succeed in this work. The matter was left for further 
discussion by Reverend Father Scannell with the Department, it 
being understood that the Principal is allowed reasonable latitude 
by the Department as to the choice of his staff, also that the 
Principal would see that the Manual Training would inerease in 
efficiency. 


As to alleged frequent absences of the Principal, the 
latter explained that in the interests of the Mission of the 
Church he has been asked to officiate in cases of emergency and 
has also availed himself of occasions of retreat but not without 
leaving a responsible person in charge in his absence. Reverend 
Father Plamondon, who is an experienced and most reliable 
missionary in charge at Sechelt and who is very close to the hearts 
and minds of the local Indians, upon being invited to express his 
opinion of the matters of complaint,(as he did on a previous 
occasion when a similar inquiry was made by the late Schools 
Inspector Cairns and myself during the administration of the 


Reverend Sisters .-... 
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Reverend Sisters of the Child Jesus, a8 on record), informed 
us that he had received no complaints from the Sechelt Indians 
apart from the rumours in circulation as concerning the alleged 
harshness of @ disciplinarian, the latter, however, not being 
Mr. Andrew Fahlman as reported. With this assurance, it is 
felt that the matter at issue will probably dissolve and normal 
conditions will prevail as 4 result of the inquiry of which 
the local Indians will be aware. 


Reverend Father Scannell, the Indian Agent and I, 
in discussing all the issues with the Principal and staff, urged 
them to safeguard the interests of the Department, themselves 
and the Indians, by giving the closest attention to the removal 
of the remotest causes of complaint in order to avoid truancy 
and co-related troubles. They all agreed to do so and the 
meeting closed with mutual understanding prevailing. 


Conclusion 


There is no doubt in my own mind that the present 
agitation is 4 recrudescence of an attitude on the part of @ 
few Indians such as has been previously experienced at the Indian 
Village of Sechelt, and that the same is a result of rumours 
arising from the unfortunate coincidence of death from natural 
causes of three pupils in succession, coupled with rumours of 
alleged ill-treatment on the part of a former school disciplinar- 
ian, who is not now attached to the School. These rumours 
usually grow in seriousness with the circulation of village 
gossip, fanned into intensity through the unwarranted inter- 
ference of outsiders having ulterior motives or religious 
prejudices. 


I beg to say finally that it has been a pleasure to 
co-operate with Reverend Father Scannell in looking into these 
regrettable complaints. He was most tactful and fair in his 
approach to and treatment of the matters under review and 
discussion. He will probably discuss them in person with the 
Department upon his return to Ottawa.

I beg to enclose herewith copy of a letter 
received today regarding Sechelt Residential School. 
I have had many complaints verbelly and have usually 
told the Indians that matters will adjust themselves 
after they become more used to the change of Principals 
there .« 


As Mr. Inspector Barry has visited the school 
recently, and made a report on conditions there, I feel 
that this complaint from the Sechelt Council should be 
referred to him first. 


I have had many intimations, not all from Indians, 
that the pupils are not being fed as well as formerly, 
but Mr. Inspector Barry found the meals good while he was 
there, so those intimations would appear to be incorrect. 


With regard to the complaint against Andrew Fahlman 
this, presumably, is the young nephew of the Principal, 
who was engaged as janitor. I do not know why he is 
handling the pupils at all. They had a young brother there 
but he has been absent for many months. 


As I have recently had some difficulty with the 
Sechelt School in regard to manual training (which is not 
now being given as the instructor appointed by the school 
has been in hospital since his appointment), I am afraid the 
Principal will think I am exceeding my duty if I take up 
the matters referred to in the enclosed petition. I have 
always been consulted on school matters by previous Princi- 
pals, but under the present regime there is a feeling that 
the Agent has nothing whatever to do with the School, amd 
as our duties in this regard are rather indefinite, I am 
passing the camplaint on to you for action. 


I might mention that the Department has refused to 
recognize the appointment of the manual training instructor 
as it was made entirely contrary to their instructions.

We are a@ropping you these few lines regards school, 
it is no more a school the way they handle the children 
it is more like Okalla. 


Most of the children are trying to find there way 
to get to there parents now for been punished for the thing 
they have not done they give them drills which Andrew Fahlman 
calls it, make them all sit on the floor with there feet up 
in the air also there body and arms for about 20 minutes or 
so, just one position, if 4 boy trys to rest a bit he will 
be right there with his trap, one might be guilty but just 
the same Andrew Fahlman makes all the boys do his drill in 
many diffrent ways which hurts the children very much almost 
crampt up. 

So two boys are out now Aurthur Jefferies thats 
Abe Jefferries boy. Also Johnnie Louie, thats Chief Louie 
Johnnies boy which the parents are holding in there home, 
so we are asking you to take Andrew Fahlman away 4s all 
the children are disatisfied the way they are handled. 

As for food it is of poor quality most of the 
time are given stale food which the children ere forced to 
eat. 


As for Father Fahlaman he do not seem to look after 
the school as he should, as he is away most of the time 


So we are asking you come and see us as we could 
tell you more about the school.

In submitting the enclosed report on conditions at 
Sechelt Indian Residential School, I beg to inform the Depart- 
ment that on May llth, instant - the day before I left for 
Sechelt - Mr. Agent Ball telephoned me from Vancouver to confirm 
arrangements for accompanying Father Scannell and myself to 
Sechelt. He stated that in his opinion Father Scannell had 
been “playing for time and that the “whole thing had been 
cooked", suggesting that Father Scannell had been in touch with 
the Chureh representatives at Sechelt and that very little pro- 
gress would result from our investigation. I felt disturbed 
by his remarks and tried to dismiss them from my mind as I was 
anxious to avoid any prejudicial approach to the complaints to 
be investigated. Subsequently, I was satisfied that before 
going to Sechelt neither Father Seannell nor Rev. Principal 
Fahlman knew anything of the charges to be made by Mr. Ball, 
except that the principal knew that Mr. Ball had not approved 
of the appointment of Mr. Morley. 


I wrote the report on the evening of the 15th from 
my notes and, on the morning of the 14th instant, took it to 
Mr. Ballts office with the objective of going over it with hin. 
I was reading it to Mr. Ball, when he became quite irate and 
told me that the reason I had written such a report was that I 
was afraid of the Roman Catholics. He said I had gone to 
Sechelt with the intention of opposing him and the complaints 
which he had made. He said parts of the report were untrue, 
and that my reference to the doctor at Pender Harbour was in 
the interests of the Catholics and against the Anglicans as 
Dr. Conneld was not prejudiced as he alleged I had inferred. 
It was obvious that I would be unable to make any point of 
contact with Mr. Ball on the issues involved, and so informed 
him. I then left the office. It seems improbable that the 
Department will esteem Mr. Ball's remarks as being conducive 
to maintenance of a desired morale in our service with 
respect to the Vancouver Agency. 


If,in view of this report the Department should feel 
that a wider investigation should be made in order to give Mr. 
Ball an opportunity to fully defend his charges in the pro- 
duction of further data or witnesses, I shall not be out of 
harmony with such an enquiry, although I would not recommend 
that such action be taken as I consider the action already taken 
will be sufficient to meet the existing conditions for the time 
being. 


Reverend Father Seannell, who investigated the Sechelt 
School charges jointly with myself, requested me to give him a copy 
of my report, which was done.

"Schools reported many absentees at first and 
we had some difficulty rounding them up; there is a 
distinct opposition to residential schools in this 
vicinity. The reason is that the parents are able to 
supply their children with better food at home than 
they are given in the schools. Kventually, the 
residential schools will be used rather for orphanages 
and homes for neglected children than as educational 
institutions for the Indians in general, and day 
schools on the reserves will be needed. As the Indians 
become more self-supporting they prefer raising their 
own children at home, which is a satisfactory situation 
in many ways." 


In the first part of the above report there is an 
inference that the Indian Residential Schools in the 
Vancouver Agency are not supplying proper food to the 
pupils. Please let me know to what school the Indian 
Agent refers and whether or not you have received any 
complaints regarding the food, 


It might also be inferred from the report that 
the training that the pupils receive at the Residential 
Schools in the Agency is not as good as could be 
expected.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


Acting on your instructions I visited the 
Squamish Indian Residential School, Vancouver Agency, 
to-day, without informing the school authorities or any 
other person of my intention to carry out a surprise 
inspection. 

I had read a Departmental letter addressed 
to you by Mr. Hoey, in which portions of a report from 
Mr. Indian Agent Ball were quoted suggesting that the 
food supplied to the children at the Residential Schools 
in the Vancouver Agency was not satisfactory, and that 
possibly other conditions might be improved. 


I arrived at the Squamish Indian Residential 
School at exactly 11.52 a.m. this morning, and by 11.55 a.m. 
I was inspecting the Noon meal then being served up and 
distributed to the different tables in the school diningroom.. 


This meal was an excellent one and a complete 
report on the food at this school is given on pages 3 and 4 
of the attached school report. 


Though my time was of course limited I managed 
to visit all the classrooms and make a thorough inspection of 
the whole of the school building. 


There is no doubt in my mind that the Squamish 
School is splendidly conducted by the Sisters of the Child Jesus 
As far as I could learn there has been no difficulty with 
regard to having the children return to school after the 
summer vacation. 


I regret that I am quite unable to understand 
the Indian Agent's remarks. Is he trying to suggest that 
the schools are not being properly inspected and that I am 
not qualified for the position I hold in the Department? 


To report that the children (at some school 
not mentioned by name) do not get as good food as they would 
in their own Indian homes appears to me to be a little far 
fetched and hardly a statement that should have been included 
in an official document. At the Squamish School a number of 
the pupils are either orphans or from homes which make it 
necessary for us to educate the children in a Residential School, 


Great care is taken in all school inspections 
and though I of course make mistakes from time to time in 
my reports, many of which are typed under very adverse 
circumstances and often like this one late at night, any adverse 
condition in a school is noted and mentioned in the school 
report. I do not like these wild sugsestions that things are 
unsatisfactory. I should be informed if there is some definite 
adverse condition which should be inves gated, but I am quite

She follows advice as far as she can. 


Sister M. Hieronymie is rather too old for the 
classroom work but is being helped by a very young Sister 
whom she is also instructing, Sister M, Lucien. 


Sister M. Denise is making a success of the Junior 
Grade work. 


Remarks relative to examination of the pupils: 


These will be brief as I dtd not have more than a 
few hours in the classrooms on this occasion, 


Senior Division Teacher Sister M. Hieronymie 
Grades 6 and 7 


Excellent work is being done. 
General Achievement was tested by the 
B.C.Achievement Test for Juniors 1934 
Grade 7 made a Mid Score of 56 
Grade 6 made a Mid Score of 353 
Grade Norms are not available but the above are 
satisfactory under the circumstances, 
Arithmetic was tested by the All Canada 
Test in which Grade 7 made a Mid “core of 36 Norm 32 
Grade 6 made a Mid Score of 31 Norm 29 
The Arithmetic is very good indeed, 
Teacher's control of class "Excellent". 


Intermediate Division Teacher Sister M. Lucien 
Grade 5 
This. class also works with the Senior Division. 
Arithmetic was Mg good. 
In the All Canada Test Grade 5 made a Mid Score of 29 Norm 24 
Grade 5 also made a Mid Score of 29 
in the B.C.Achievement Test for Juniors 1934 the Norm being 31 
This last result shows that the Grade is well up to standard. 
They no doubt gain much from being in the same room often 
as the Senior Grades, in whose lessons they sometimes share. 


Junior Division: Teacher Sister M Denise 
Grades 4, 3, and 2. 
In general the Reading is good. 
Work books are being used with success. 
Writing is well above the average now. 
The control of the pupils is maintained with ease. 
Very good progress is being made by the children. 


Primary Bivision: Teacher Sister M, Joan of Arc. 
The children are reading very well. 

A demonstration lesson was given 
to explain to the teacher just how to deal with Beginners 
Reading in Grade 1C the children being very young. 

Control is excellent. 

Language Work has been done very 
well indeed. The progress of the pupils is highly satisfactory 
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Vocational Training: 


I have seen the work of the girls and boys 
in exhibition and at the school several times during the past 
year. 

The Manual Training appears to be quite 
satisfactory. 

The girls keep the school, an old building, 
spotless. They prepare the vegetables and cook the meals. 
They preserve fruit and make jellies, bake pies and cakes, 
and in general learn all those arts which will make their 
own housekeeping a success when they leave school, 


Sewing, ment to be of the most practical 
nature, is undertaken daily. They mend, darn, patch, 
knit, and make dresses, underclothes, pillow slips, etc. 
Machine and hand sewing are taught. 


Fire Protecti 
There are some eight soda type fire 


extinguishers which I examined and found to have been 
tested and where necessary recharged in July 1938, 

The representative of the North Vancouver 
Fire Department visits the school regularly and holds 
simple fire drills. Since my last report I have visited 
the school several times with visitors and on one occasion 
at least held a drill from the dormitories down the wooden 
escapes and ladders, To-day the weather was too bad to 
again test the children in this way, but I am perfectly 
satisfied that they do have frequent practice Fire Drills. 
They are very good at this. 

Some improvements have been made to the 
escapes since my last visit and a new door has been placed 
in the small boys! dormitory which opens out to the fire 
escape. Doors and windows are not locked but protected 
by an excellent type of electric alarm which sounds when 
either door or window is opened, This type of alarm was 
described in my last report on the St. George's School, Lytton. 


Dormitories: 
These were all visited and found to be 


splendidly kept. Floors and beds were perfectly clean. 
There was no overcrowding of any sort. 
The children have plenty of covers. 


Dining Room: 

I visited the children at their Noon meal. 
As there have been certain adverse ideas expressed on the 
children's diet at this school, I arranged to visit the school 
on this occasion without informing anyone of my intention, 
Even those in the Commissioner's office did not know where 
I was going, nor did I make up my mind to visit the school 
till late this morning. I arrived at the school at exactly 
11.52 a.m, while the Noon meal was being served out on the 
tables, This meal consisted of steaming hot mashed potatoes 
two slices of pressed beaf, raw turnip sliced, bread, 
cooked pears. Tea was served with plenty of milk in it and 
some sugar. The Diet Sheet of the school was examined and 
is copied into this report, see Page 4, 

There is no truth whatever in any statement 
to the effect that the children are not well fed here, nor 
is it true that there is any substantial difference in the 
meals when it is known that I am to visit the school, This 
has been proved by my unexpected visit to-day at a time when 
it was impossible to change the meal to any great extent. 


Water Supply: This is abundant and of first rate quality. 

The water is supplied by the city of North 
Vancouver under the same pressure as that available in that 
city. Fire could be fought, but on any outbreak the main 
thing to do would be to clear the building at once.

This statement was copied for me by the Sister 
of the kitchen from her own Diet Sheet.

Dessert: pudding or fruit.

Friday Eggs or fish, potatoes. 
Dessert: pies or pudding.

Supper Baked potatoes. Dessert: fruit or jelly. 


Cup of raw milk every morning. 
Tea wbhth milk at Noon 

Cocoa with milk at supper time 
Bread at every meal 

Raw carrots and raw turnips often 


The Sister who copbed the above for me does 

not show the breakfasts, which remain much the same from 
day to day. 

In a statement in my possession dated 
November 16th 1936 the daily breakfast is said to consist of 
Porridge (rolled oats) or wheatlets, bread and peanut butter, 
a cupful of raw milk. 

Bread at 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. with fruit or raw 
carrot daily. 


I consider the quality of the food supplied 
very good, the variety as shown above satisfactory, and 
the quantity given to each child more than sufficient. 


During certain days and seasons of the Church's 
year the food would be slightly varied by substituting egzs 
and fish for meat on one or more days in each week. 


The food supplied at this school is better than 
that placed before the children at other and larger Indian 
Residential Schools, though it is true that at certain other 
schools the food shows more variation than here. 


I am particularly pleased with the fresh and 
cooked fruit supplied to the children. 
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Report on Squamish Indian Residential School: Pape 5. 


S anitary Conditions: 


The great improvement hoted in my report 
of January 20th 1936 and mentioned again in the report 
of September 25, 1937 has since then been well maintained, 

The whole school from the dormitories tothe 
basements and including kitchens, wash places, toilets, etc., 
has been again inspectea and found to be perfectly clean. 

The school is old but a large qmount of repair 
work has been done each year for the past three or four years. 

Cement floors are being placed in the ba sements 
where shower baths have been constructed. Supervised baths 
are also given to the children at least weekly. 

The old floors of the school are kept in a 
perfectly clean state. 

I was particularly glad to find that even when 
no one knew of my proposed visit the whole of the school 
was in such perfectly clean condition. Great care must 
be taken at all times by the staff and children, 

In the basements I noticed new saw dust burners 
which are a very great improvement to the hot air heating 
system, 


General Remarks: 


The children look well and very happy. 

There was no opportunity for the children 
to change their clothes forthe occasion, and I was glad 
to note how neat and well dressed they were in their ordinary 
school clothes. 

It has been suggested in the past that this 
school would be better if the Principal was a man, and 
that the boys in particular would benefit. 


This is a wrong idea, and no experienced 
Inspector of Schools could agree to such wild statements. 
The work of the Sisters of the Child Jesus here is quite 
remarkable. The boys do not remain at school to an age 
when their control is in any way difiicult for experienced 
teachers and Sisters. 


The conduct of the children boys as well as 
girls is very good indeed; their manners are far better 
than in many of the larger Indian Residential Schools where 
the Principal is a man, The local Missionary Priest is 
the Chaplain of the school. I hope that this school will 
be continued for years to come under the same excellent 
administration, for I am perfectly satisfied that the 
children are being properly cared for from every point of view. 


If the Department has had the slightest doubts 
as to the education of the children being faulty, or the 
general administration of the school unsatisfactory, I hope 
that this report, made after an unexpected visit, will set 
such doubts at rest. 


The school will b sited again in the early 
part of 1939, when a longer me will speat in helping 
the teachers with their cladgdsroom work. \ \

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the lst instant regarding my October report with reference 
to Residential Schools. 


I do not refer to either of the Residential Schools 
in this Agency particularly; as a matter of fact, the per- 
centage of the per capita grant used for food in both the 
Squamish and Sechelt Residential Schools is above the average, 
according to the auditor's report, and still the pupils find 
cause for dissatisfaction. 


An institution is restricted to the choice of foods 
which ean be cooked satisfactorily in large quantities. On 
the other hand, where the parents are earning good wages, 
they are able to supply their children with a better and more 
varied diet than is possible ina school. When the pupils 
return home during the holidays, they notice the difference, 
and this is magnified to their parents, who use all kinds 
of excuses to postpone returning their children to school 
after the holidays. 


As more Indians become self-supporting and independent, 
which is much to be desired, the necessity for residential 
schools as such will diminish, although they will still be 
needed where Indian parents are unable or unwilling to pro- 
vide satisfactorily for their children. 


The only definite complaint at Sechelt School was 
from two of the bigger boys who said they did not want "mush" 
every day for breakfast as it was not cooked properly. They 
said they "would like bacon and things like that." Rolled oats 
with milk and sugar are considered proper food and no fault 
can be found with the Schools for supplying it. Such things 
as bacon and eggs for 80 children would be impossible in any 
case. My report was in no way 4 complaint, which would be 
reported specifically if found necessary.

On receipt of your letter I asked Capt. Barry to 
visit, without notice, the Squamish Indian Residential School, 
North Vancouver, and report on the food supplied at the noonday 
meal. Capt. Barry visited the school on November 29th end made 
a@ general inspection, and a copy of his report thereon is 
forwarded herewith. I need not comment on this report, other 
than to say that the Inspector found the children were being 
well supplied with good food, nor did find cause to complain 
about the training the children are given. 


On December lst I wrote to Mr. Ball and asked for an 
explanation of his reference to the food end training at the 
Residential Schools in his Agency. His reply, 4 copy of which 
is attached, indicates that the Agent has now no charge or col- 
plaint to make in respect to these matters, and also affords an 
opportunity to assess the references made by him in his report 
at their true value. 


My reply to the last paragraph of your letter is in 
the negative.

I peg to report that on the 8th Ith &IOth instant 
I neld a meeting of the Sechelt Indian Council. 4s I have 
stated several times in the past, it is difficult to get the 
Council together for a meeting except around the end of the 
year, as they all meet on their main Reserve at that time. 
Many return st Easter but we never have a full Council except 
at this time of the year, consequently it proved to be a long 
and tedius meeting, extending over three days and from morning 
till after 7 pem.e ench day. A number of resolutions were 
passed and are reported upon separately. 


The Secretary, Hd.John, sent his resigmtion, and 
Reggie Paull was appointed in his place. These two men appear 
to take turns as Seoretary. 


Considerthle time was taken up listening to complaints 
about Sechelt Residential School, which seems to be a regular 
thing et esch Council meeting. A resolution was passed asking 
the Indian Commissioner to make the usual investigation, but 
I do not favour such procedure. One of the complaints was, as 
usual, about the food. The auditor has just audited the school 
books, and the amount per cnpita spent on food is one of the 
highest in the Province, I believe. The diet sheet showing 
daily meels appears to be setisfactory, and the pupils do 
not look undernourished. A more serious complaint was that 
a 13 year o14 girl was with child, ond was corrupting other 
small pupils. I had the new Medical Officer, Yr.eHolm, examine 
the girl and as a result she has peen returned to her Reserve. 
She states she was raped by an Indian last summer; both parties 
concerned are from the New Westminster Agency, and Mr. Daunt 
has been advised. The vice-Principal of the School keeps 4 
record of the weights each month of all pupils, and except in 
a few instences, they show a small monthly increase. However, 
in future, the medical officer, who lives near the school, will 
keep these records, snd will also watch the diet sheet, with 
o view to making suggestions when necessary. 


The Reverend Principal, Father Cornell, is interested 
in the welfare of the pupils, and will not allow irregulaties 
in the School. The transfer, a few months ago, of the former 
vice-Principal, Father McGrath, from Sechelt School, was & blow 
to the pupils. fhe Indians woo complain are those who no doubt 
are able to give their children more variety of food than any 
school is able to supply, they are mostly loggers making good 
wages. Logging camps generally are famous for the quality and 
quantity of food supplied to the employees, and I am afraid 
these Indians are apt to compare the school dining table with 
what they see in logging camps, Father Cornell, however, is 
making some changes in his staff, which will probably correct 
any incompetence. Of course, day schools are the solution of 
the residential school problem, but the Vepartment is committed 
to residential schools and we must make the best of it. 
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I believe, however, that if the inspection of 
Indian schools was carried out by Provincial Government 
School inspedprs, we would have a compsrison between Indian 
and white schools which might prove most beneficial, both 
to the school authorities and the Indians. If we want to 
educate the Indians, we should at least know how our efforts 
compare with white children, and I think we should be surprised 
and disappointed with the result of any unbiased comparison. 


The resolution of the Sechelt Council regarding the 
School is enclosed herewith, but I cannot favourably recommend 
at this time that it be acceded to.

Sir: 


We have recently had a number of truancy cases 
from both Sechelt and Squamish Residential Schools, the 
most serious being from Squamish School, North Vancouver. 
Fortunately, we have been able to locate and return these 
runaways without any protracted absences, and they have been 
suitably punished by the School authorities, but they immed- 
fately decamp again. 


The Principal of Squamish School, Sister Alix, 
has now requested that some action be taken regarding the 
latest trio, who have run away three or four times. The last 
time, when they were picked up, they were in possession of & 
large quantity of toys, perfumes, flashlights, oranges, etc. 
which they admit having stolen from various stores in Vancouver. 
The Police are not taking action against them, but I think 
something should be done about it. It is suggested by Sister 
Alix that these three boys be discharged from Squamish School 
and separated by sending them to different Schools - Kuper 
Island, Christie and Kamloops being considered most suitable. 


The boys are: 


Kenneth Peters, aged 14, 
Archie Gonzales, “ 14 
Irvine Gonzales "“ 12 


The Provincial Boys Industrial School is unsuitable for these 
boys as all our ‘graduates’ from that School have returned 
much worse than when they entered. Also the Superintendent 
there releases the boys without cause, and they are usually 
in trouble again. 


If the above-mentioned Schools will accept 
these three boys, will the Department authorize their transfer, 
please? At these ages, they need sterner oversight than the 
Sisters can give them. Sechelt School is too near, and 
Mission School is filled up and, in any case, is also too close 
to be effective. This action would, believe, have a good 
effect upon the other pupils.

Dear Sir: 


I have your letter of the 29th ultimo 
with reference to truancy from both Sechelt and 
Squamish Residential Schools. 


The Department agrees with you that there 
would likely be no permanent advantage in placing 
these boys in the Provincial Boys' Industrial School 
and consequently no such action should be taken if 
the Department is expected to pay for their maintenance. 


Regarding the suggestion that three of them 
be transferred to other Indian residential schools I 
would point out that the schools mentioned have their 
full quota of pupils at the present time and consequently 
supernumerary grant would have to be allowed for the 
boys transferred. Practically every Indian residential 
school at the present time has its full quota of pupils 
and, therefore, they are earning their full per capita 
grant. As a result the Department is short of funds 
to pay the per capita grants for all residential schools 
for the December quarter and some of them will have to 
wait until the next fiscal year before payment can be 
made. You will, therefore, realize that it is impossible 
for us to consider taking any action that might increase 
the amount required for per capita allowance. 


If the Frincipals of the Sechelt and iquamish 
Residential Schools cannot prevent truancy the only 
possible course is to send such pupils home. Before 
doing so, however, I believe it would be advisable for 
you to consult the parents and have them point out to 
their children the necessity for their remaining at 
school where they will receive training that will be of

Council complains that treatment of the children 
at Sechelt Residéntial schoo} is unsatisfactory, both 
regarding food, the disciplinarian (Brother Mac Donald) 
and the teachers, and they ask for a general investigation. 
Some of the complaints were as follows: 


Boys are dismissed at 14 or 15 because school 
cannot handle them. Statement by Mrs. Fitz Louie 
that a pupil from Ladner, named Mary Louise Williams, 13 
years old, is with child. (Saw doctor and found this was 
correct). Mrs. Dan Paull stated that Mary Louise called 
Mabel Jackson (aged 7) to "feel the child kicking". 
Council comolains that all the young girls know things 
they should not know and are learning it at school. The 
girl stated Frederick Jacob raped her, but changed the 
story later, now saying it was one of the school boys, 
but it took place on the reserve during the summer 
holidays. He is her first cousin. 


Mrs. Grant says son Harold has lost 9 lbs since 
sumier holidays. William Mitchell says on December 27th 
he saw both lunch and dinner. 1 potato, bread and tea for 
noon meal, and 1 potate and small amount of cabbage and 
bread and tea for supper and no butter at either meal. 
at 4 O'clock, had 1 apple. Month before it was a raw carrot. 
No good in cold weather. Dan Paull says a cow with a 
diseased shoulder was killed for food. Had big abscess on 
shoulder and when Sam Hackett put a knife in the shoulder, 
the matter flew up in his face. Meat was green. Dan Paull 
says Father Plamondon told him he did not like to see the 
cow eaten as it was too sick to be eaten. George Craigon 
says Father Plamondon told Willie Paul one day that if the 
Government knew how the school was being run, the children 
would be sent home. George Craigon says children running 
around stealing food, they are so hungry. Mrs. Dan Paull 
says her son Walter has lost lot of weight. Brether Dave 
asked why Walter looks so thin. William Baker (squamish) 
says his children failing, just brought his youngest child 
to school. He weighed 79 lbs, the elder boy has lost lots 
of weight, and now weighs only 75 lbs, 4 lbs. less than the 
younger one. Many say children down in village all the 
time begging for something to eat. Brother Dave had 9 
children in his house giving them meals. Mrs. Fitz Louie 
gays children all have body lice and head lice and bugs. 
William Baker says his son's shirt was not washed for 
nine weeks. Mrs. Dan Paull says her adopted grandson had 
over 300 bugs they combed out and killed thep as they 
stood by the fence. The Brother was looking at them atl 
the time. All the children are alive with vermin. Sisters 
never take care of the children at all. Another day the 
poor little kids came and asked for bread, jam and syrup. 
Children from Sliammon Churchouse and Squamish come to 
Mrs. Dan Paull. Willie Joe asked her for bread, said he 
was starving. Every day he came down and she gave him a 
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bag of food. The children are starving at the school, she 
says. They say her grandchild is best little child in 
school, he brought some meat down that was rotten, said he 
could not eat it. he mush is full of worms and the worms 
had black heads, they ¢ et punished if they don't eat it, and 
have to miss the next meal. The Sisters ill treat the 
little ones, drag them around by the ears. One sister 

very mean to the children.

That the Indian Commissioner be requested to make an 
{miediate investigation into conditions at the school.

Note:- 

These complaints are misleading. For instance, about 
the "mush" being full of worms, on questioning Mrs. Paull 
and inviting her to go to the school with me to examine 
the rolled oats she said this happened two years ago- 
William Baker has since placed another child in the school, 
which does not bear out his complaint. If Father Plamondon, 
who is Chaplain at the school, nas made such statements, 
he should make them to the Reverend Principal. "Brother 
Dave" is a disturber. He formerly was practically the 
principal of this school and his actions were most 
irregular. He is not now a “brother” and was discharged 
some time ago, but lives near the Reserve and is undoubtedly 
supplying intoxicants to the Indians and generally causing 
trouble. Have reported separately on this matter.

The school question has been settled, for the 
time being, and the Indians withdrew their resolution 
later. I advised them to discuss the whole matter with 
the Reverend Principal, who has promised to make all 
necessary changes.

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I beg to advise that I received a phone call 

on Saturday afternoon, the end instant, that-Jemes 
—Badizeid, aged 15, and Donald Johnson, aged 9, left 

Seche Residential School on the lst instant, and have 

not been seen since. I immediately notified the police 

and everyone likely to see them, including coast-wise 

shipping masters snd naval patrol boats, and commenced an 

intensive search of the district myself. As their Reserve 

is at North Vancouver, the inference is that they would walk 

to the nearest point to North ‘Yancouver ana then steal a row- 

boat and attempt to row across Howe Sound. 


On the Sra, I followed the roads and on the 4th 
and Sth, I used a tish-boat anda examined the coast line. 
Mondey was particularly heavy weather with continuous rain 
and fairly big seas, and if they attempted the trip in @ 
row-bost that duy, it might have proved fatel. On Tuesday, 
(yesterday), the weather moderated and search was continued 
without success, and 1 returned to Vancouver lest night. they 
would probably travel at night to avoid detection. ‘the Reverend 
Principal thought the trusnts might have been harboured by 
a tormer acting-Principal of the School, then known “5 Brother 
pave, but who hes since become & layman, David Galpin. 1 
found him in # bunkhouse ot a logging company, but he apparent- 
ly had nothing to do with the disappesrance of the boys. This 
was the only clue suggested by the School. 


she boys carried a quantity of turnips anu currots 
but would be in no dunger of starvution, us they woulda probably 
oreak into one of the many summer cottages, where they would 
find conned food, and, of course, they may be still hiding 
in such a place. Whey told the other pupils they woula go to 
North Vancouver and hide under the Squamish Council House, but 
they heve not arrived in North Vencouver, and 4 put no faith 
in that report. “he parents say they will commence searching 
todsy, but do not appear unduly alarmed. I will meke a further 
search, but the Indian Commissioner suggested I report their 
disappearance to you ot this time.

“ith reference to my letter of the 6th instant 
notifying you that two boys hed run away from Sechelt 
Nesidentinl Sehool, I beg to advise that they were found by 
a Union Steamship official on Bowen Island, and have been 
returned to the School unharmed. They had done 45 expected, 
that is, they walked to the nearest point to North Vancouver 
and then stole a row boat, put on account of bad weather 
put in at Bowen Island summer resort, intending to continue 
their trip to North Vancouver when calmer weather prevailed. 


they did not leave Sechelt until Wednesday, heving 
lived in a vacant house since the previous ¥riday, which ex- 
plains why I aid not locate them during the period from Satur- 
day to Tuesday when I was searching for them. 


This affoir has had one good effect. the School 
authorities claimed that once the pupils leave the School 
grounds, they sre no longer their responsibility, and it is 
the Agent's duty to locate them. Whe Indian Commissioner has 
written to the Reverend Principal sdvising him that this is 
incorrect. I am surprised that although there are many men at 
the School, no effort was made to send out a search party - this 
hes happened before when pupils have become truants.

Reverend Sir: 


The Department has received two communications 
recently from Indian Agent Ball with reference to the 
truancy of two boys from the Sechelt Indian Residential 
School. 


We are pleased to note that these boys aid 
not suffer any mishap and that they have now been 
returned to the school. 


May I point out that when pupils truant from 
an Indian residential school the Principal should 
immediately advise the Indian Agent who will give every 
possible co-operation in locating the truants. However, 
this action does not relieve the school management of 
responsibility. As soon as it is discovered that a 
pupil has truanted the Department expects the school 
management to put forth every possible effort to locate 
the truant, even though this will require travelling 
some distanee from the school. We have had, in the 
past, some cases that have resulted fatally due in 
great part to the fact that the school management did 
not concern themselves with locating the pupil immediately 
following the discovery of truancy. I feel certain that 
in future the management of the Sechelt Indian Residential 
School will strictly comply with the wishes of the 
Department as outlined above.

re: Sechelt Indian Residential School 


For many years the situation regarding school matters 
at Sechelt was quite unsatisfactory. Unfortunately the school 
is built on the Reserve with the Indians living all around it 
and the slightest complaint of a pupil to its parents was mag- 
nified until the situation became quite serious at times, and 
one of the staff was actually assaulted by the Indians when he 
was on the Reserve. The Indians were sometimes justified 
in their complaints, which should have been easy enough to ad- 
just but unfortunately some Principals seemed to resent the 
Agent's presence, although this was rather implied than actual. 


However, the whole situation was suddenly cleared up 
with the appointment of the Rev.J.M.McGrath, O.M.I., as Principal. 
The change in the Indians was immediate and almost magical, as 
he appeared to have won them over within a month of taking 
charge. The pupils emerged from their downecast and sullen 
appearance into a happy lively crowd and this also seemed to 
improve their health. Father McGrath hed not the slightest 
difficulty in controlling them, and has never been compelled to 
inflict corporal punishment. Although he appears stern and aloof 
actually his whole time is ent in keeping the school running 
smoothly, and the children contented. The pupils are well fed 
and well clothed and their interest is held every hour they 
are awake, there is none of the former situation’ where one would 
see groups of the ipils huddled together in the layground 
listless and uninterested and doing nothing. 


Occasionally I have given the parents an opportunity 
of making complaints by asking how the school was getting along. 
Not only were no complaints ever made, but I received unusually 
favourable comments from the adult Indians. Father McGrath 
invariably invited me to the school for discussions on school 
matters whenever I visited the Reserve, and we were able to talk 
over any difficulties which arose, and settle them on the spot. 


I was greatly disappointed to hear yesterday that 
Father McGrath is being moved from the School. The loudest com- 
plaints came from the Indians, the school being closed at present, 
snd I know the pupils will be bitterly disappointed when they 
return. It will be a tragedy if we revert to the former state 
of affairs. We n have the confidence and full support of the 
Sechelt Indians, and I had hoped to see this continue at least 
for a few rs more until they have forgotten their old objections 
and antagonism to the School. 


From many years experience, I can say qyuite frankly that 
really successful school principals are not large in numbers and 
at Sechelt especially it requires more than a competent principal; 
it needs one who can obtain the fullest confidence of the Tndian 
people. I do not know the reasons for Father McGrath's removal 
but if there is anything that can be done to retain him at Sechelt 
at least for a few years longer, I know it will be in the best 
Interests of the Sechelt Indians, and that is, or should be,our 
main object. 
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I would appreciate it, therefore, if you would 
kindly support this request to have the Rev.J.M.McGrath 
retained at Sechelt, especially during these difficult times 
when the Indians as well as whites are under the mental strain 
of war conditions, and any trouble on the Reserve about the 
3chool would be even harder to handle on account of these 
conditions. 


It is unnecessary, I presume, in face of the above, to 
say that I personally would deeply regret Father McGrath's 
departure from this Agency.

Much of the month was spent in the office, and not many 
Reserves were visited. On the 8th I went to Sechelt Mesidential 
School and Reserve where rather extensive plumbing work is being 
done. The piping throughout the School is in very bad shape, and 
a full report will be sent in this matter later. While at the School 
I turned in the fire akarm unecpectedly, and in 2% minutes the school 
was cleared rool being called and all hose and stirrup pumps were 
ready for action. This exceeds by 1# minutes the previous record. 
The new hose recently supplied already saved its value within a week 
of its arrival when it was used to put our a bush fire which would 
undoubtedly have destroyed some of the new houses. The bigger boys 
are all A.R.P. fire fighters and have been well-trained. The nearest 
house to the School recently caught fire, spreading to the trees and 
menacing the School only 100 feet away, and the boys had the situas* 
4on under control very quickly. The 4,.R.P. squad is equipped with 
stirrup pumps, and they are extremely proud of their A.R.P. steel 
helmets and jackets.

I admit that the changing of the per 
capita rate for any school is a serious problem but you 
may want to assume this responsibility for the Sechelt 
School, as there is no other institution in the Depargment 
SQ poorly provided with farm and garden facilities.

Dear Mr. Phelan: 


Would you kindly forward the balance of the quarterly 
check immediately. I have not sufficent funds on hand to meet 
my obligations end I do not wish to have an over-draft on the 
school account again this months 


IT am sure you are aware of the fact that it has become 
increasingly difficutl to operate in the smaller school these 
past few years. The bonus and extra grant provided by the de- 
partment has certainly been & real help to us and has been 
greatly appreciated, but 4t has not equalled the enormous 
rise in the cost of living. Anyone in a position similiar to 
a school principal knows that the cost of living has risen 
much more sharply than the figures and statistics published 
by the Dominkon Government on this question, indicate. For ex- 
ample a pair of shoes may cost little more than they did before 
the war but the depreciation in quality is astounding. 


In addition to the rise in the cost of living, Sechelt is 
entirely dependent on transportation by water. To everything pur- 
chased there must be added a freight charge of $4.50 per ton on 
tonnage shipments. If less than a ton, which inveriably is the 
case, the freight may run as high as double that amount. Nore- 
over we have no pasture for our milk cows (The Japanese farm 
we had for two years has been taken over by & returned man); we 
have less than one acre of very poor sandy soil for a garden. 
Hay laid down in Sechelt is thirty six dollars per ton $13 
It would require the ingenuity of @ Philadelphia lawyer to 
keep this place on an even keel. back of funds handicaps me 
in so many things I would like to do for the children. 


In addition to the balance of the quarterly grent I 
should like to ask of you could possibly arrange for an increese 
in our yearly grant. At present we ere on the same footing as 
big school with farms attached and in close proximity to big 
centres, yet we must exist entirely on the 4170. provided by 
the department. On the other hand we have not been given the same 
consideretion as the other Sea Coast Schools.

In view of the lack of dormitory accommodation 
at this school I cannot recommend an increase in the 
authorized enrolment. Dr. Tennant, the Regianal Medical 
Supervisor, Indian Health Services, feels tiat most of 
our Residential schools are badly overcrowded and that 
there is serious danger of the spread of communicable 
diseases when the space between the beds in dormitories 
ig so limited, You will recall that a year ago we had 
a number of cases of Tuberculosis at the Kuper Island 
Residential School which were apparently contracted from 
the admission of one child to the school who was @ con- 
tagious case. The unfortunate occurence at the Kuper 
Island School has convinced me of the necessity of avoiding 
overcrowding.

With reference to the septic tank,which has been put in 
in exact accordance with the details, you will notice that the concrete 
baffle-plate does not connect with the top of the tank,but leaves 4 
space of several inches, so the air is not sealed between the syphon 
tank, and the liquefying or digestor tank, it would appear that 
considerable odor would escape through the vent, this would be 
offensive and may prove dangerous from a health standpoint as it 
ig it could be compare’ to 4 vent from a cesspool, further I have 
always understood that for perfect disintergation it is necessary 
to exclude, as far as possible, all pure air from the digestor tank, 
this could be done, in this case by bricking up the space above the 
baffle-plate and cement plastering on each side. 

T have taken up this question with Mr Henry Crombie who has 
had a wide experience with septic tanks, he says, it is absolutely 
necessary in order to break up and fully digest all solids and the 
paper that this space be closed, when this is done you will have a 
perfect water seal;. the cost if done now would be ten dollars. ($10)

The twenty six double desks, in use in the temnorary 
echool rooms, have been converted into single desks to conform 
with the new ones suprlied, and are now installed in the new 
clase rooms, the broom cupboards are finished, and work commenced 
on towell rails in the pupils lavatories. 


With reference to the Lighting Plant, would say, the 
Generator appears to be of ample capacity to handle all the 
lights in the building, but the Engine is not powerfull enough 
to maintain the voltage at 110, with all lights burning, the 
voltage will fall to 74k,. The Engine will stand up to load 
and maintain the voltage at 110, with about two thirde of the 
lighte in use, and it will be a rare occasion that more than 
this number will be required at one time, if such occasion 
arise that more than two thirds of the number of lights are 
needed, it will be necessary to draw on the batteries. 


I have received advice from J. Oliver & Son that 
the furnishings ordered from them have been shipped.

Forty Seventh Report _of Progress on Sechelt Indian Boarding School 


Re the New Water Connection for School 


Dear Sir:- 

Regarding the installation of the new Tank and pipe 
line, I wish to report, since same was connected up twenty days 
ago, there has been an ample supply of water for all domestic 
requirements, and pressure to give reasonable protection in case 
of fire. 

The pressure by the gage is 127 iba. at level of achool 
yard with all outlets closed, the pressure drops to 192° lbe. when 
one of the fire hose is in use, and will throw a stream of water 
onto the roof about half-way to the ridge, from the ground. 

At the present time the Y is set to deliver 1° gallons 
of water per minute to the supply tank, for achool purposes, thie 
appears to be a large ammount being 14.400 Imperial gallons per 
day. 

It ie esential for the growth of vegitables to use eprink- 
lers, the ground is little more than sand, there are usually two 
sprinklers in use, these are of ordinary size, about 3/e" discharge 
the two use 13% gallons per minute, these with laundry and domestic 
reauirements draw heavily on the reserve and at times practically 
empties the tank, but as stated before to the present there has 
been no shortage of water, only the loss of a few pounds pressure. 


At the suggestion of Mr. Ditchburn, who went over the 
system with me I am adjusting the Vv to give the school an increase 
of two gallons, making a total of 12 gallons per minute to the 
school, as I am particularly anxious to have an adequate reserve 
on hand at all times for fire protection. 


The installation is 4 good job, and the working of the 
system up to expectation, although I under~estimated the quantity 
of water required by the achool.

Attatched hereunto please find report of working of 
new supply system for water to Sechelt Indian Boarding School. 


This report has been delayed on account of the many 
leaks which developed when the pressure came on, this trouble 
was confined mostly to the tangle of pipes in the yard and gardens, 
many of these pipes were laid by using pipes which passed through 
the fire of 1917 and leaked badly under the increased pressure, 
considerable difficulty is experienced in locating these leaks,as 
on account of the nature of the soil, unless the crack or hole is 
not on the upper side of pipe water will not show at the surface 
of the ground, so in some cases whole lines have had to be dug up. 


Under the old system, when there was little or no press- 
ure, the mains had accumulated considerable quantities of sand and 
acale, this was loosened by the high pressure, and increased volume 
water and carried to fixtures of the new building.

with the help of the Fngineer, T have also cleaned out all & 

nines to Fixtures and placed new washers throughout the enti 

building, so everything ie now in good shape. 


I understand Mr. Ditchburn has taken up with you the

The only further suggestion I can offer to improve this 
installation is that a Pressure Reducing Valve be placed in the 
jomestic supply pipe, reducing the pressure to 60 lbs. on all the 
fixtures, retaining the full pressure on Fire Lines and Gardens, 
I recommend this as washers have to be perfect,to hold 127 lbs. 
pressure and will otherwise require frequent renewals.

Attention---Mr. Re Ge Orre 


I have to inform you thet on the 15th ultimo I 
attended the opening of the Sechelt Indian School and 
availed myself of the occasion to say a few words to the 
large gathering of whites and Indians showing what the 
Department were doing in the way of endesvouring to educate 
the Indians of british Columbia, illustrating my remarke by 
giving figures to show what it was costing the Government 
of Canada in this regard. I spoke very plainly to the 
Indians as to their apparent lack of appreciation of what 
was being done in their behalf and told them not to pay 
go much attention to agitators who go among them leading them 
to believe that the Government were not doing anything for 
theme I asked them to help the school as much as they 
possibly could, more particularly in allowing their children 
to remain in the institution for the full school terme 


I was Mt pleased to see such a comfortable building, 
practically complete in all its appointments and the Reverend 
Principal and the Sisters feel very prowd of their new homée 


I met Mre Tebbs, the Inspector of forks, on the 
ground and went into many matters with hime I feel that he 
has fully looked after the interests of the Depertment to see 
that good value was received from the contractors for the 
money expended. I think it would be advisable that he should 
be kept employed for a further two months es there are a few 
things that will re uire some attention. 


The building is practically fireproof from within 
and there is ample fire-fighting appliances such as hose and 
fire extinguishers, but I believe it would be well to install 
a hydrant on the outside of the institutiom to cope with any 
fire that might poesibly teke place from the outside, for the 
roof of the building must be watched for the future owing to 
the possibility of e bush fire taking place in the woods ad- 
jacent to the school or sparks from the chimneye At present 
there are no means for reaching the roof and the pressure from 
the one-and-a-half inch hose is not sufficient to throw the 
water any further than a few feet above the eavese I would, 
therefore, recommend that Mre Tebbs be instructed to procute 
the necessary pipe and valves for a hydrant to be located at 
a suitable point on the right-hand side of the building. ‘The 
work of making the connection can be done by a Mr. Srown, who 
is employed by the Sisters as engineere He is a competent man 
and a complete set of plumbing and machinist's tools have been 
supplied for his uses He is also a carpentere It will also be 
necessary to purchase 200 feet of one-and-a-half inch cotton 
hose with couplings and nozzlee To reach the roof I would 
recommend that two short, removable ladders be either purchased 
or constructed, one to reach from the ground to the flat roof

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of the laundry and the other from this point to the roof 
of the passage to the Chapel from where a short stationary 
ladder should be constructed to reach the roof of the 

main building, on which cleats might be nailed for easy 
climbing. Should a fire take place on the roof it could 
be qite easily controlled by one person with a hose of 
the length mentioned. 


Mr. Tebbs was to look after the making of sufficient 
benches for the dining rooms. I think it would be well that 
some pews should also be supplied for the chapele lr. Tebbs 
could get up his own design and have the ends and seats cut at 
Vancouver and the pews could be put together on the premises. 
It is appreciated that you have already stated that the 
Department doew not undertake to furnish chapels, but in view 
of the fact that pews were furnished for the chapel at the 
Kuper Island School the Sisters of the Sechelt school feel 
that they should be accorded the same treatment. 


The water supply is none too good---plenty for the 
domestic requirements of the building but there are at present 
four acres of land under cultivatione The soil is nothing 
but sand though produces excellent crops if watered. To get 
results e@ number of stand-pipes have been laid and garden 
hose with sprinklers attached are used to afford a system 
of overhead irrigation. I found a number of these taps 
leaking, the valves being worn out and [I therefore wired to 
Victoria for one dozen half-inch hose bibbs to replace those 
out of commissione These will be found included in the 
eccount for the general hardware supplied to the school. In 
order that the water might be conserved as much as possible 
I directed that some of the stand pipes should be cut out and 
the sprinkling done from more central points in each garden 
plot. There will then not be so many of the teps to get out of 
ordere I also ordered that the watering of the gardens should 
be done eithervin the early morning or in the evening to do 
away with loss through evaporation. As you are aware, no doubt, 
the service to the school is throtgh a one-and-a-half inch 
pipe from a tank installed on the hill above the school but I 
found that this tank had never filled since it was erected, 
thus showing that the flow of the pipe is being used to its 
capacitye Later in the season when water is not needed for the 
gardens the tank will, no doubt, fill up. However, it is 
intended to clear up more land to put under crop and the need 
for water will then be greater than it is at present. It may 
therefore be necessary in the near future to provide for a 
greater supply from the springs or other source by the install- 
ation of a larger pipe than the one at present, which is a 
three inch one to the point of diversion to the schoole Mr. 
Tebbs informed me that two lengths of this three inch pipe wae 
in a leaky condition and I would therefore recommend that he 
be empowered to obtain two new lengths and have these connected 


upe fhe force of water, however, may be increased by cutting 
off the supply from the tndian village to the Whittaker 


interests. 
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interests. This water the Whittaker people have been 

allowed to use through es private arrangement between the 
Indians and themselvese I understand the Whittaker people 
pay $200 to the Indians--this money to be used on the up- 
keep of the church on the reserve. The Whitteker interests 
include Sechelt hotel, store and a number of summer cottages. 
If their supply were cut off entirely the water, no doubt, 
would back up from the Indian diversion into the three inch 
main and cause a stronger flow into the diversion for the 
schoole I spoke to Mr. Whittaker on this matter and informed 
him that it might be necessary to terminate arrangement 
he had with the Indians but he asked, if possible, not to 

do anything this year as nag anticipated Serene @ joint 
water system for all interests of Sechelt undertaken next 
yeare We will, however, be able to see how the present 
system works out during this season. 


All the furnishings, etc. which I was authorized 
to purchase reached the school in good order, to which, 
however, were added eight chamber pails, These had been 
included in a requisition for drugs sent me by the 
Principal but I purchased them locelly at the same time 
as the general furnishings.

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: Bedicatingat Iudian School at Sechelt 


When the new scnool at Sechelt was opened and blessed on the 
feast of Corpus Christi, the few of us there who had known Bishop 
Durieu could but reflect upon what would have been the thoughts 
of that great missionary had he been present to see the imposing 
building built by the government for the children of the Indians 
he loved so weil. He had died years ago. The school as we have 
it today is the outeome of his devoted labors. Others have worked 
and worked zealously for the Indians, but it was he who laid the 
Christian foundation broad and deep on which they have built. 
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Fifty years ago the Sechelts heard of the French missionaries 
and sent for one of the Fathers to teach them the trife religion. 
Pather Duriew as he then was, was sent among them. He found

end all asking for instruction. Sechelt was chosen as a central point 
where the different tribes could gather on the great festivals of the 
year. Only thirty miles from New Westminster, it could be easily 
yeached, and yet in those days it was far enough away for the 
Indians to be secluded and by themselves, The place is of great 
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natural beauty, The coast here makes a half cirele around *' bay 
There is a long, sandy beach from which the land slopes gently up 
to the foothills, while from the shore there is a superb panorama of 


the mountains of Vancouver Island rising thirty miles away above 
ile water. 
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After the Indians had become Christians, and the church (not 
the present beautiful structure, but an earlier building) had been 
completed, the Bishop brought from France the Sisters of the 
Instruction of the Infant Jesus. He called a meeting of the Sechelt 
Indians and explained his plan. He did not want their children to 
grow up ignorant of everything except hunting and fishing and log 
ving. For this reason he had brought from France devoted women 
who were ready to pass their lives in teaching them, This, however, 
could not be accomplished without a building fit to house both teach 
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crs and pupils, and the school could not be had unless the Indians 
themselves were willing to build it 

These words made the hoped for impression, and the Indians 
built the school under the superintendence of the Bishop. It was 


a frame building sufficiently large for their immediate needs, and 


it served its purpose well from 1904 to 1916, In the latter year 
there was a veritable epidemic of fires among the Indian schools, 


and Sechelt did not escape, for one night fire broke out in ehe aun 

dry, and before it was discovered had made such headway that the 

sshool building was destroyed. Happily no lives were lost, 

the Sisters now had to live in a building not much better than a 

ind which was made to serve as dormitory, school room, din- 

pg room and kitchen. Their courage did not fail and they deter- 

mined to remain where they were until such time as they could have 
u new school 
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They waited for six years, but everyone who sees the large and 
imposing brick building which now stands on the hill overlooking 
he village, knows they did not wait in vain. The school has cost 
he government at least $140,000. It accommodates about eighty 
pupils and is supplied with a heating plant and electrie light 
throughout. The chapel is of good proportions and there is a large 
hall with a stage for entertainments. Taken all in all, the new 
school is worthy of the Department that has built it, and must come 
ms a reward to the Sisters for the years of poverty and self-denial 
in which they elected to live after the fire of 1916. 

The day chosen for the formal opening of the school was Corpus 
*hristi, when the Indians would be at Sechelt from the different 
eserves for the procession of the Blessed Sacrament. These gath-

In reply to your letter of the 9th, instance regarding 
nodifications to specifications for bungalo for the use of the 
chaplain of Sechelt Indian Boarding Sohool, I wish to report after 
going thoroughly into the matter with the Reverend Father Plamendo, 
the chaplain of the school, who is exceding well pleased with the 
plan and general layout of bungalo, but he with myself think that 
construction and specifications call for a far better building than 
4s necessary for the coast climate here. We have a damp sometimes a, . 
chilly climate but never really cold, after”a resident here for bah 
almost thirty years I have never seen the thermometer down to zero. 

I will give the-stre below the usual construction of one 
and two storied houses and bungalos in general practice here, and 
while it does not enter the same class as your specification, it 
is plenty good enough for the purpose, and will stand and wear well 
without extensive repairs.

In regard to our conversation on Sunday last regarding the 
trouble in connection with the sewerage system of the new school here, 
would say I have carefully examined same, and find the trouble is due 
entirely to the filter basin being unable to absorb the great amount 
of water entering it, first through septic tank, second the storm 
water from roof and areas of building, and third frou seepage, as fil- 
ter is placed on lowest point of sc ool «rounds a good portion of the 
heavy rains, of the last thre: weeks, falling in proximity to it 
eventually find their way into vaid filter basin. 


The filter basin, in my opinion, is very small to cae for 
the amount of sewage water entering it through the septic tank and was 
made four feet deeper than the plan called for as by boreing we found 

strata of course gravel at this depth, this under test carvied off 
or absorbed 14000 gallons of water in twenty four hours, but this was 
in the dry season, now when the ground is saturated water appears to 
flow into it as fast as absorbed. 


Effect _on Septic Tank. 


As filter basin, for the time being, does not absorb the 
water discharging into it, but rises to the level of the surface of 
the gournd, water backs up discharge pipe into the septic tank 
raising the water in it to same level and interfering with the 
functioning of same, in fact converting it into a cess pit, 80 when 
sewers are flushed in the school almost crude sewage is foced into 
filter basin, and at times rising to surfact of ground causing omors 
and consequently endangering health; there is also a further danger from 
water backing into discharge end of main sewer irom the school, causing 
same to block or choke putting the whole system out of commission, 
and caus in; expense. I have taken it on myself to have an open 
ditch dug to lower water in the filter, ana through it in the septic 
tank, in order to p-.event the above referred to block, this is an 
emergency measure and cannot long remain. 


There are two ways to remedy this c ndition permanently, first by 
constructing a pipe drain from discharge of septic tank to salt water 
belwo low tide mark, this would be expensive, the distance is about 
800 feet, and would :equire a deep cut near sea front. 


The second remedy would be to construct a filter basin 
20' in diameter by 12 or 14' deep at a point about 7:' south of 
present site, this would bring it over a raise of . round to a lower lete 
and near the brow of the hill; storm water c uld be diverted by pipe 
to discharge directly over brow of hill, felieving filter of this.

Architect, Engineer or other officer shall think fair, shall be a condition precedent to any 
claim by the Contractors under this contract. 


AND the Contractors for themselves their executors, administrators and assigns, further 
covenant and agree: 


1. That the wages to be paid in the execution of this contract shall be those generally 
accepted as current in each trade for competent workmen in the district where the work is 
carried on. If this condition is violated the Superintendent General may cancel the 
contract and refuse to accept any work done thereunder. 


2. That if the Contractors fail at any time to pay any account for any goods or 
materials supplied, or money advanced by anyone to the said Contractors for the purposes 
of this agreement, or to pay the account of any sub-contractor for any work or materials 
done or supplied for the said works to be constructed under this agreement, and such 
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account is in either of such cases one month overdue, the Superintendent General may 
notify the Contractors to pay such account and if a week elapse and the same be not paid 
in full, the Superintendent General may pay such account and may charge the same to the 
Contractors, and the Contractors covenant with the Superintendent General to repay at once 
any and every sum so paid. 


3. That if the Contractors fail at any time in paying salaries or wages of any person 
employed by them upon or in respect of the said works, or any of them, and any part of 
such salary is one month in arrear, or if there be due to any such person one month’s wages 
or salary, the Superintendent General may notify the Contractors to pa, such salary or 
wages, and if two days elapse and the same be not paid in full up to date of payment, or 
to such other date as may be in accordance with the terms of employment of such person, 
then the Superintendent General may pay to such person his ry or wages from any date 
to any date and to any amount which may be payable, and may charge the same to the 
Contractors and the Contractors covenant with the Superintendent General to repay at once 
any and every sum so paid. 


4. That pursuant to the Statute in that behalf, this A t is made subject to the 
express condition that no member of the House of Commons of Canada shall be admitted 
to any share or part of this Agreement or any benefit to arise therefrom. 


5. That the Contractors shall not assign, transfer or set over this contract or any 
interest therein to any person or persons whomsoever, without the consent, in writing, 
of the Superintendent General of Indian Affairs first had and obtained.
